Contest Begun at Once 
for Ohio Delegates, 
Ignoring Hoover. - 


CHANCES COMPARED” 
WITH HARDING FIGHT 


Expects to Enter All States 
During Battles; Mellon Re- 
ported for Californian.

Carmi Thompson, soldier, lawyer, for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of the Interior, 
and more recently personal envoy of 
the President to the Philippines, will 
now turn his energies to the election 
of Senator Willis as President of the 
United States, it was announced yes- 
terday. He is to be the senator’s cam- 
paign manager and campaign head- 
quarters are to be immediately opened 
in Columbus, but activities are to 
know no State bounds. 

So, instead of the senator subscrib- 
ing to the pleas from the Hoover camp 
that he not insist on tying up all of 
Ohio’s delegates, it develops definitely 
that he is going to do just this and 
seek to tie up the delegates of other 
States as well. Just how he intends 
to go about this latter, whether he sim- 
ply will seek to get delegates here and 
there, or go wholeheartedly into the 
primary States, is yet to be determined, 
er at least to be made known. 

“I propose to spend some time,” Mr. 
Thompson said yesterday, “not only by 
joining with others to secure har- 
monious and enthusiastic indorsement 
of Senator Willis by the Republicans 
of Ohio, but also in seeking such sup- 
port in other States. With the united 
and cordial support which it now seems 
evident will be given him by Repub- 
licans of Ohio, generally, the Buckeye 
State has an excellent opportunity of 
again securing the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. I have confidence 
that the candidacy of Senator Frank 
B. Willis will appeal to the Republicans 
of the Nation and I am glad to give 
my best efforts to bring about his 
nomination.” 

Confidence in Platform. 

“T have confidence in Senator Willis 
and the platform on which he stands,” 
Col. Thompson continued. “He is a 
man of conviction and courage; his 
experience in public affairs in addi- 
tion to his natural endowments, quali- 
fies him for the Presidency. He has al- 
ways been a Republican, and he be- 
lieves first of all in the welfare of 
America and the American people. 

“Senator Willis has forged to the 
front by reason of his ability. Seven 
years in the Senate have brought him 
to the chairmanship of the important 
committee dealing with our’ territories 
and insular possessions. He is also a 
member of great committees dealing 
with foreign relations, commerce and 
immigration. He is a man whose opin- 
ion carries much weight with his as- 
sociates in the United States Senate.” 

Then the colonel produced a testi- 
monial from the pen of Senator Fess, 
reading: 

“Senator Willis will have the back- 
ing of a solid Ohio delegation. With 
the prestige and experience of a legis- 
lator, congressman, governor and sen- 
ator, and being widely and favorably 
known outside of his State, his chances 
are equal to those of Hayes in 1876, 
Garfield in 1889 and Harding in 1920.” 
Col. Thompson added that he believed 
the senator’s chances are even greater. 

There was no date in connection with 
the Fess testimonial. It had been un- 
derstood that the sentiment it reflect- 
ed was Senator Fess’ some days back 
when pressure was being brought on 
Willis to just take the delegates as a 
“favorite son” and not as a serious con- 
tender and let them go elsewhere when- 
ever they wanted to. 


Services in Demand. 


Col. Thompson’s services were ap> 
parently in demand by those interested 
in the Ohio situation. The Hoover 
camp wanted them, too, but not as a 
campaign manager—not in name, at 
least. He was offered the post of chair- 
man of the Federal Radio Commission 
just a few days ago. That would, of 
course, have prevented his tie-up with 
Willis. But he declined the offer, and 
therefore it might be said that Wills 
draws first blood in the Hoover-Willis 
fight. 

The colonel’s action revived discus- 
sion among Ohio observers here as to 
his own political aspirations. He has 
been talked of as a gubernatorial can- 
didate, and it was pointed out‘ that

Reaches Village of Bouquete for Rest of 4 or 5 Days; 
Probably Will Hunt; Virgin Islands Field 


Rejected for His Landing There. 


Panama, Jan. 14 (A.P.).—Free for 
the moment of the continuous rounds 
of receptions and functions that have 
marked his good will visit to Mexico 
and Central America, Col. Charles A: 
Lindbergh tonight was on vacation, 
the first real opportunity for rest that 
he has had since he left Washington 
December 13. 

The American air hero, accompanied 
by several of his fellow aviators in the 
American Army, left Colon. at = 9:40 
o’clock this morning and two hours 
later the post of operations at France 
Field of the American Army had word 
that he had landed safely in the little 
village of Bouquete, about 200 miles 
from Panama, where he will spend four 
or five days before continuing on to 
Caracas, Venezuela, en route to the 
Pan-American Confrence at Havana. 

Bouquete is a tiny village in the 
heart of the province of Chiriqui, with- 
in the shadow of Buru volcano, which 
‘has been extinct for 400 or 500 years. 
The village is about 4,000 feet above sea 
level and is not far from David, capital 
of the province. 

The ordinary means of transporta- 


tion for getting there are by cattle 


boat up the Chiriqui River, which is 
a matter of about 40 hours. Arriving at 
the port of Pedregal, the traveler takes 
a train to David and thence the Jjour- 
ney is on a narrow gauge railway with 
& small engine pulling a short train 


with frequent stops and jerks. 


In Bouquete there is a tavern of sorts 
operated by an old-time canal digger 
Known as Joe Wright, who grows fruit. 
houses his infrequent guests and plans 
to harness a stream rushing down near- 
by to operate an electric plant for his 
“hotel.”

AFGHANISTAN RULERS 
MAY VISIT CAPITAL 


European Tour Likely to Be 
Cut to Permit Trip to 


America, It Is Said. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Jan. 14.—King Amanullah 
of Afghanistan, whose state tour of the 
capitals of Europe is causing a con- 
siderable stir tn political and economic 
circles, may wind up his sojourn with 
a week’s visit to the United States in 
April, it was learned today. 

According to well-founded rumors, 
Emir Amanullah, who is in Rome, may 
cut his European itinerary three weeks 
in order to make a fiying trip to 
America, which will include a state visit 
to the White House. It is believed the 
king, one of the most picturesque fig- 
ures of the Old World, due to his vig- 
orous reforms, would be accompanied 
by his beautiful consort, Queen Badsha. 

It is known that the monarch’s Eu- 
ropean visit is closely bound up with 
questions of the greatest economic im- 
portance, due to Afghanistan’s need for 
industrial expansion through the in- 
vestment of foreign capital.

Although willing to accept partner- 
ship with the other American nations 
in the enforcement of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, ~he United Siates wiil accept no 
interpretation. of that principle ime- 
pairing in any degree our independent 
responsibility to maintain the integrity 
of our century-old declaration against 
non-American interference in the af- 
fairs of the American continents.

Will Resist Limitation.

This matter is to come before the con- 
ference in the form of a recommenda- 
tion by the international commission 
of jurists that the American Republics 
make it a rule of their international 
law that “No State may intervene ip 
the internal affairs of another.” * 

Under such a rule, the United States 
could not have intervened to free Cuba 
|from Spain, to put down anarchy in 
Haiti and establish and maintain-there 
a stable government, to protect the 
secession of Panama from Colombia 
by virtue of which the Panama Canal 
was constructed, to restore order in 
Santo Domingo, to enforce rights in 
Mexico as was done by Woodrow Wil!- 
son, and to bring order out of chaos 
repeatedly in Nicaragua. 

Adoption of such a rule would put 
a crimp in the Isthmian policy of the 
, United States and was invented for 
that purpose, it has been charged, by 
those elements in Latin-American 
countries which are jealous of the 
“Colossus of the North” and are con- 
tinually denouncing our policies as 


imperialistic and annexationist in in- 
tent. 


Second Proposal Opposed. 


When this ‘matter comes up the 
American delegation will rest its case. 
on the contention that international 
law never has prohibited intervention 
by one State in another and that the 
international commission of jurists 
which sat at Rio de Janeiro last spring 
exceeded in the formulation of ‘this 
rule its instruction by a former Pan-= 
American conference to codify existing 
international law. Another proposal 
of the commission of jurists that will! 
be resisted relates to the recognition of 
governments, many of the details of 
which would impair the freedom of the 
United States to enforce respect for its 
rights and interests through the 
medium of official recognition. 

One provision of the proposed rule 
is that “Recognition is unconditional 
and irrevocable.” If our recognition

This modification did not satisfy 
Suter, who offered, as a substitute, a 
motion that the federation make its 
Own protest and bring the subject to 
the attention of the council. This was 
defeated and Stengle’s motion was 
adopted.

any other white community.” 


Trash Disposal Row. 


David Babp, secretary of the federa- 
tion, charged that clergymen have at 
times been “almost” compelled to aban- 
don funeral services in the Congres- 
Sional Cemetery because of the heat 
from burning trash on a néighboring 
dump. The statement was made during 
spirited debate on the Gasque bill to 
have all District refuse transported to 
Occoquan, where it would be disposed 
of in a trash plant to be erected there. 

The federation’s committee on public 
health had brought in a report recom- 
mending indorsement of the bill. 

J. G. Hefty, of the Washington Chap- 
ter of the American Society of Engi- 
neers, opposed the report and said that 
modern plants should be erected in 
Washington to eliminate both the nuis- 
ance that residents of the northeast 
section complain of, and the expense 
of the long haul to Occoquan. 

The federation rejected the commit- 
tee report and referred the question of 
trash disposal to a committee of en- 
gineers consisting of Hefty, W. I. Swan- 
ton and K. P. Armstrong. 

James G. Yaden, president of the 
federation, reported to the body the 
correspondence between Harley P. Wil- 
gon and himself wherein he was in- 
formed of his election as a member of 
the board of directors of the Washing- 
ton Rapid Transit Co. and he accepted 
the post. 

Yaden’s letter to Wilson explained 
that he was not financially interested 
in the bus company, and that he would 
accept only on condition that he be 
free to voice his views in directors’ 
meetings and to resign if the federation 
Wished him to do so. 

The federation indorsed his accept- 
ance, and adopted a resolution con- 
gratulating the bus concern “on its 
good sense in recognizing organized 
citizenry and its sound judgment in se- 
lecting the president of the federation 
as a director.”

tigation of his own, said that if rob- 
bery was the motive for the shooting, 
it was unsuccessful, for between #5 and 
$6 was found in the dead man’s 
pockets.

little nations.” 

This belief, according to Excelsior, |

States as well as those of Spanish 
America. 

“We hope we are mistaken,” the pa- 
per concludes, “and that the confer- 
ence may plant the roots of real fra- 
ternity among‘ the peoples of conti- 
nental America. But unfortunately, 
we are not optimists in regard to this, 
because the greediness of the powerful 
is insatiable and we have no record of 
@ single case in human history of a 
strong people yielding to the right of | 
the weak.” .

The diet should be as 
free as possible from salt and, of. 
course, absolutely free when the 
pneumonia patient is suffering 
from that malady. 


vors may be used to make the food 


diet lessens the severity of pneu- 
monia and usually has a tendency 
to shorten its duration. 


During the pneumonia period it 
is well to use as much food as pos- 
sible which contains as little salt 
as possible. Sweet butter is an ex- 
cellent product to use in the place 
of salt butter frequently during the 
cold, wintry months of the year. 


Fruits should be found frequent- 
ly in the diet. Plenty of water 
shouid be taken into the system. In 
fact, it is a good time for the use 
of certain mineral waters to in- 
crease the intake of the water sup- 
ply by maintaining a regular daily 
habit of taking so many glasses of 
a certain type of water. Mineral 
water, in fact, has proved to. be 
rather beneficial in this respect be- 
cause many people will maintain 
a habit of taking the type of water 
when they would not do the same 
with the ordinary city supply.

They may take off in good 
weather and encounter wretched weath- 
er in a few hundreds miles, therefore 
advance information may save them, 
and weather reports serve as warnings 
so that they may delay their flights or 
change their courses. 

Realizing this, there are now about 

200 regular observing stations in the 
United States, and about 30 in Canada, 
at which observations of pressure, tem- 
perature, humidity, precipitation, state 
of weather, wind-direction, and speed 
are taken twice daily, morning and 
evening. 
The majority of these and two in 
Canada are connected with a circult of 
the Western Union Telegraph Co., and 
thus in turn connect with other sta- 
tions. Promptly at 8 o'clock, observ.- 
tions .are transmitted over this wire net 
work; every telegraph operator copies 
the report, and in an hour they are dis- 
tributed throughout the country. 

Since December 1, 1918, there have 
been Included also the reports of pilot 
balloon observations made at 16 weath- 
er bureaus, and about the same number 
of Army and Navyf stations. These give 
wind direction and velocity on the sur- 
face and at altitudes ranging from 250 to 
4,000 meters above it and at the highest 
altitude reached, the amount, kind and 
direction of clouds, their height and 
velocity, if reached by the balloon, and 
visibility. 


Kites Found Satisfactory. 


Principal means of free air investiga- 
tion employed at present are kites, bal- 
loons, sounding balloons and airplanes 
Kites of the box type have been found 
most satisfactory for all around use, as 
they possess stability in filght and are 
capable or reaching a good average alti- 
tude, about 2 miles, the greatest height 
being 4 miles.

The Senate had started consideration 
of the Capper bill fixing penalties for 
knowingly giving false information to 
the police, when Senatc~ Blease arose 
to offer an amendment. | 

The amendment of Senator Blease 
would require District officials to en- 
force all laws against all persons re- | 
gardiess of their place of residence or 
citizenship. Blease frankly admitted 
that the amendment was designed to | 
wipe out certain forms of “diplomatic 
immunity.” 

Senator Blease has introduced a bill 
which would deprive diplomats of im- 
munity in cases whére they violated the 
traffic and liquor laws, but, so far, the 
District committee has refused to re- 
| port it out. That. is the reason he |

No rapid or general acceleration of 
business in the first half of January 
having been expected, the gradual and 
uneven gains that have occurred have 
not proved disappointing.

In order to attain the highest stand- 
ards in the maintenance of these arti- 
cles, it will be necessary, it is said, for 
dyers and cleaners to know as much 
about them as the manufacturers, and 
further to know thoroughly their re- 
action to chemicals, as well as pecull 
arities in the wear that tends to destroy.

MR. COOLIDGE AT HAVANA. 


President Coolidge will arrive at 
Havana this afternoon. He will be greet- 
ed by President Machado. He will ad- 
dress the delegates attending the Pan 
American conference. 

Thus the individual who for the time 
being wields the authority of the United 
States Government will meet the repre- 
sentatives of Latin America face to face, 
and will give them an opportunity to 
judge, both by his words and his. manner, 
what his attitude is toward the Southern 
neighbors of the United States... For his 
part, Mr. Coolidge will be enabled to gain 
a better idea of the temper of Latin 
Americans as they appear in their own 
environment. 

Nothing but good can come from this 
personal contact between the guiding 
minds of the United States and Latin 
America. The conferences between 
President Coolidge and President Macha- 
do and their advisers can not but en- 
hance the warm sympathy that binds the 
two republics. Such meetings are worth 
more than years of correspondence in 
promoting good understanding. 

There is much speculation regarding 
the possible intrusion of political discus- 
sions in the Pan American conference. 
It is predicted in some quarters that the 
United States will be practically placed 
on trial to answer the atrocious charge 
of imperialism, with specific counts as 
affecting Nicaragua, Haiti, Santo Domin- 
go and perhaps other countries. 

The purpose of the Pan American con- 
ference would be grossly distorted if the 
discussions should take a political turn. 
The delegates have no political powers. 
They are not plenipotentiaries instructed 
to negotiate treaties. The agenda of the 
conference contain no political subjects, 
unless the report of the commission of 
jurists can be described as political. This 
report, covering proposals for clarifying 
public and private international law, will 
be considered by a committee of the cori- 
ference. Unless the committee agrees 
upon a report and submits it to the con- 
ference, the latter will not have the jur- 
ists’ report before it. The chances of 
agreement in the committee are very re- 


’ mote, as the jurists’ report contains pro- 


posals that have never been considered 
by the governments of Pan America, and 
which were never submitted to the con- 
sideration of the jurists who assembled 
at Rio de Janeiro. Those jurists, in fact, 
went outside of their authority and drew 
up plans which, if adopted, would raise 
doubts as to the absolute independence 
of the Latin-American republics. Since 
no one of them would consent to any in- 
fringement upon its independence, 
whether by a single power or by a league, 
it seems evident that the jurists’ pro- 
posals will be disposed of in committee 
without permitting them to become a 
bone of contention in the plenary con- 
ference. 

The object of the Pan American con- 
ference is to promote the friendship of 
the nations concerned by devising means 
of improving communications, facilitat- 
ing commerce and intercourse, and culti- 
vating.a better understanding of their 
problems and aspirations. The good will 
‘of the United States is manifested by the 
visit of President Coolidge and his party. 
That this expression of friendship will 
be most cordially reciprocated has al- 
ready been made manifest. The self-gov- 
erning nations of this hemisphere cherish 
‘peace and friendship. They are jealous 
of their independence, and do not feel 
that their peaceful relations are so fragile 
that they must be fortified by leagues, 
alliances and treaties renouncing war. | 


They know that mutual respect for one 
another’s rights. is the best possible safe- 
guard of peace and friendship. 


THE TARIFF DEBATE, 


Whenever the tariff schedules are un- 
der discussion there are echoes of the 
historical debates of the past. So today 
when Senator McMaster, of South Da- 
kota, rises in his seat to suggest that 
there shall be an immediate lowering of 
the tariff schedules in the interest of the 
farmer he stirs up a hornet’s nest. The 
South Dakota statesman finds that many 
farmers are loudly protesting that pres- 
ent duties on varied agricultural prod- 
ucts are in need of revision upward. 

The people of the senator’s own State 
would be the very first to resent any prop- 
osition which, through lower duties on 
wheat, would open American markets to 
the grain of the Canadian wheat growing 
provinces. It is recalled that only a few 
days ago the Washington office of the 
Farm Bureau, for which Senator Mc- 
Master is generally regarded as a spokes- 
man, sent out an appeal for higher duties 
on a score or so of farm products, includ- 
ing barley, which i largely produced in 
several of the States neighbor to South 
Dakota. 

Today the Tariff Commission has pre- 
pared an extensive program of inquiries 
into the cost of corn raising in Europe 
and South America, the cost of producing 
onions in Egypt, Spain and Bermuda, 
and of milk in Canada, all with the pur- 
pose of suggesting to the President the 
expediency of increasing the rate of duty 
on those products of the farms. 

It is assumed, very naturally, that 
Senator McMaster hoped for the solid 
support of senators on the Democratic 
side of the chamber when he introduced 
his “immediate reduction” resolution. 
But instead of flocking to his support 
several of the Democrats promptly de- 
clared for higher duties on some of the 
products of the soil of their States. Mr. 
Dill, of Washington, for example, is quite 
convinced that unless an adequate duty 
is placed on shingles the industry in his 
State will be ruined. 3 

Senators from Florida, Texas, Louisi- 
ana, South Carolina and other Southern 
States can be relied upon to join with 
Senator Walsh, of Massachusetts, in sup- 
porting a revision rather than a reduc- 
tion resolution, for those States find the 
competition which their farmers and 
planters have to meet in the markets for 
citrus fruits, rice and early vegetables 
make their constituents less disposed to- 
ward reductions in tariff schedules upon 
the goods they have to buy, if thereby 
they are deprived from enjoying the 
benefits of increased duties on the prod- 
ucts they have to sell. They are demand- 
ing these increases in rather loud tones. 


AT OLD VINCENNES. . 

George Rogers Clark, the 25-year-old 
Lindbergh of the Revolutionary War, 
whose victory over the British at Vin- 
cennes, Ind., in February, 1779, forever 
ending England’s dominion over the 
West, is to be fittingly remembered on 
the 150th anniversary of the capture of 
Fort Sackville, at Vincennes, ‘“‘on the 
banks of the Wabash.” 

The celebration is to be held at Vin- 
cennes in 1929. It will be national in 
scope and will cover a period of several 
months. The State of Indiana appro- 
priated nearly $500,000 for the pur- 
chase of the site of Fort Sackville for a 
permanent park, and the City of Vin- 
cennes a like amount for beautifying the 
approaches to the park. About $1,000,- 
000 more is practically provided for by 
the States of Indiana and Illinois to build 
a memorial bridge of monumental char- 
acter across the Wabash River at Fort 
Sackville. 

The Federal Government doubtless will 
appropriate the $1,750,000 to be asked 
for in a bill soon to be introduced in Con- 
gress to erect a memorial building for a 
museum and other purposes in the park. 

Had it not been for the supreme cour- 
age and indomitable energy, generalship 
and statesmanship of this Virginia boy, 
supported by the patriotic Governor of 
Virginia, Patrick Henry, there would 
have been no conquest of the West, no 
purchase of the Louisiana Territory by 
Jefferson, no Texas republic, no Mexican 
cession, no “54-40 or fight,” and no Pacific 
Ocean boundary line of the United 
States. 

Vincennes, the oldest town in the 
United States West of the Alleghany 
Mountains with the exception of Santa 
Fe, N. Mex., was a French trading 
post before 17380, and some historians 
claim it was a settlement as early as 1710. 
It was the center of most of the begin- 
nings of early Western history. It was 
the first capital of the Northwest terri- 
tory. There still stands in the city in a 
state of perfect preservation the beauti-

Harrison, close by the banks of the Wa- 
bash, and only a few hundred feet from 
the site—now a city park—where Gen. 
Harrison made tht famous treaty with 
the Indian Chief’ Tecumseh and his 
brother, called the Prophet. 

This celebration at Vincennes in 1929 
in honor of George Rogers Clark and the’ 
conquest of the West will be comple- 
mentary to the celebration to be held in 
Washington in 1932 in honor of the birth 
of George Washington. 


HENS’ RIGHTS. 


A flock of Ohio hens has caused the 
Postmaster General to direct the air-mail 
company which has the contract for car- 
rying the mails between New York and 
Chicago to change the course of its 
planes. It is not that the Postmaster 
General has ordered a change in direc- 
tion, but simply that he insists that the 
altimeters of the flying ships be set for 
higher levels. 

Near Garrettsville, Ohio, is located the 
“Cackle Corner Poultry Farm.” The 
proprietor of that establishment in a let- 
ter to the Postmaster General asserts 
that low flying air planes cause such fear 
and commotion among his hens that they 
neglect their business of egg-laying. As 
his flock consists of 2,500 birds the fall- 
ing off in egg production is so great that 
he thinks he is threatened with bank- 
ruptcy. In his letter of complaint the 
hennery proprietor says: 


About once in two or three weeks an 
airplane, sometimes it is a U. 8S. mail 
plane, flys over my place so low that the 
hens become so frightened that they pile 
up, thus injuring each other and my egg 
vield drops one or two hundred eggs per 
day and by the time I get them back to 
normal, along comes another low-flying 
machine and sends the egg yield down 
again. I dare say a small flock would not 
be harmed as much as the larger flocks, 
but the loss to me is so great that I fear 
it may put me out of business and I won- 
dered if the planes could not be requested 
to fly higher. 


Postmaster General New recognizes 
the reasonableness of this protest, and 
being desirous of creating sentiment in 
favor of the air service, instead of an- 
tagonism, he has suggested that the con- 
tractors see that their air pilots have 
mercy on the hens and fly higher when 
passing over Cackle Corner Farm. 


BRITISH LABOR MEETS CAPITAL, 


In one of the rooms of the Royal So- 
ciety in Burlington House, in the very 
heart of the fashionable West End of 
London, there was held a few days ago 
a meeting, the ultimate outcome of which 
is likely to be of momentous consequence 
to British industry. The meeting in 
question was the conference between ac- 
credited representatives of British capi- 
tal and British labor, assembled for the 
purpose of jointly devising means to 
raise British industry from the rut into 
whick it has fallen, to increase its com- 
petitive power in world markets, to bring 
back prosperity to all parties concerned, 
and thereby to raise the standard of liv- 
ing. The paintings of Newton, Kelvin, 
Rayleigh, and other eminent scientists 
that adorn the lofty pillared room in 
which, around baize-covered tables, sat 
the two sets of plenipotentiaries, have 
looked down on the revelation of many a 
discovery of advantage to humankind, 
made by members of the Royal Society; 
but never before have they gazed on a 
gathering so fraught with sheer sociolog- 
ical possibilities. 

The friendly feeling between capital 
and labor, which it was the function of 
the conference to foment, develop and 
maintain, was, of course, too much for 
the feelings of exasperated communists, 
whose spokesman, A. J. Cook, secretary 
to the coal miners’ organization, made 
his voice audible outside the conference 
room in attacks on the whole project, and 
who, when the session adjourned, de- 
nounced it as an absolute farce. His 
vaporings, however, were well nigh lost 
in the chorus of approval which hailed 
the progress made by the gathering. 
“Extraordinarily successful’ was the 
comment of Ben Turner, of the Trades 
Union Congtress, while Sir Alfred Mond, 
leader of the “big-business” element, ex- 


pressed the highest hopes as to the final 
result. 


As the initiative had been taken by the 
employers in issuing the invitation to the 
conference, so also they led in making 
proposals for discussion and considera- 
tion bearing on the whole question of in- 
dustrial development on broader lines, 
The keynote was struck by Ben Turner, 
who, in responding for the Trades Union 
Congress, said that no steps tending to 
create friction and division must be taken 
at a moment when the public was anxious 
to see signs of commercial and.industrial 
unanimity. 

After a three-hour session, a joint com- 
mittee of employers and trade unionists 
was appointed to go into a detailed dis- 
cussion of the problems of industry and 
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no exaggeration to say that the eyes of 
all thoughtful Britons will be fixed on 
that committee, for on its deliberations 
and decision will largely depend the an- 
swer to the question whether, Great 


‘Britain can regain, in whole or in part, 


its industrial supremacy.

Sry one Stephen Laurie came 
into possession of the estate of Maxwel- 
ton, partly through purchase and partly 
through kinship with the Gordons of 
Lochinvar. He was a generous and kind- 
ly man with great sympathy for the poor, 
and he was greatly beloved. _ His son, 
Sir Robert Laurie, however, was of a dif- 
ferent stripe. He was the friend and 
boon companion of that Claverhouse 
known as “Bonny Dundee,” who with his 
bonnets rode far and wide, and not too 
carefully.

Among the swains 
who came a-riding was one William 
Douglas, of Kircudbrightshire, of whom 
she made a complete conquest. Pas- 
sionately he wooed her, and it was at the 
height of his ardor that he dashed off 
the lines depicting the graces of his be- 
loved, whose brow was like the snaw- 
drift and whose neck was like the swan. 
But in vain. The gentle Annie was not 
without spirits she would have none of 
him. In despair he finally desisted and 
eventually ran off with another lass, 
Elizabeth Clark, of Glenbory, Galloway.

A recently discovered first folio of 
the finest quality has been quietly brought 
into the country and has just been sold 
for $50,000:-to a New York book collector, 
whose identity has not been made public. 
The copy was unearthed by the late Sir 
Sidney Lee in the library of Lady Want- 
age and is now known to the literary 
world as the Wantage-Crawford copy. 
Sir Sidney who, whatever his crimes in 
scholarship, knew his Shakespeare thor- 
oughly, classified this folio as perfect. 
It is one of the largest known, measuring 
127% by 814, inches. The largest copy at 
present known to exist is only half an 
inch greater in its dimensions. 

The history of this “new” folio has 
thus far been traced no farther than the 
eighteenth century. The inscription, 
“Miss Stoddard, 1761,” is written on 
the last leaf of the folio, but who Miss 
Stoddard was, seems uncertain. Per- 
haps she was related to the old Scotch 
poet who penned those fetching lines in 
“The Angler’s Trysting-Tree.” At all 
events, the volume passed from her into 
the hands of a Scotch doctor, and in due 
course came into the possession of Sir 
Coutts Trotter, who was the senior part- 
ner in Coutts’ Bank and the grandfather 
of Lord Wantage. During all this time, 
the book remained untouched until it 
came into the possession of Anne Coutts, 
another member of the Coutts-Wantage 
family, who, in 1902, had it rebound by 
Riviere. 

This is, so far, the extent of the folio’s 
pedigree—always a matter of supreme 
importance to Shakespearean students 
who continue to hope for further links 
with the poet himself. While none seems 
to be vouchsafed in this case, the volume 
itself is doubly valuable because of its 
magnificent state of preservation. Not 
more than 500 copies of the first folio 
were printed by Blount and Jaggard? of 
these, only 200 are known today. Twenty- 
six of these, in various states of preser- 
vation, are now, 
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in the United States. | 
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In view of the exhaustive search which, 
in recent years especially, has been go- 
ing on in Great Britain for more first 
folios, it is entirely probable that many 
of the missing 300 will eventually be 
turned up. The hunter never knows 
what may be written on the fly leaf of the 
newly discovered folio, or even, it may be, 
what manuscript or marginal comments 
he may find. It is this possibility which 
lends zest to the search, and consequently

THE ST. LAWRENCE CANAL, 


The Canadian» government has lately 
given signs of renewed interest in the 
St. Lawrence Canal project. The Toronto 
Globe, regarded as the _ semiofficial 
spokesman for the Dominion authorities, 
has revived discussion of the matter. The 
project has been in a state of what may 
be described as suspended animation. It 
was felt desirable to negotiate a treaty 
between the two countries defining their 
respective privileges and obligations. The 
Canadian government took the matter 
under advisement and now, apparently, 
it is willing to negotiate. 

That the proposed canal would be of 
the greatest benefit to both countries can 
not be questioned. The plan is to con- 
nect the Great Lakes with the St. Law- 
rence, which, in its turn, leads directly 
tothe sea. Thus every town on the Great 
Lakes, no matter how remote, would be 
in direct communication with ocean traf- 
fic. Chicago, for example, could ship 
goods straight to Europe without the 
tedious and costly delay in loading them, 
first on freight cars, and then reloading 
them on vessels in New York or else- 
where.* This in turn, would bring the 
great Western interior in touch with the 
sea, for Chicago is the clearing house of 
all that vast region. Canadian towns on 
the Great Lakes would benefit scarcely 
less. Toronto, especially, has every rea- 
son to urge the construction of the canal. 

If the Dominioh government is really 
ready to renew serious consideration of 
the project it is to be hoped that this Gov- 
ernment will meet it half way. While 
certain ‘railroad interests abhor the 
scheme and will naturally fight it tooth 
and nail there is ne doubt that the pro- 
posed canal would be of immense bene- 
fit to the public at large in both countries. 
The questions of power development and 
allotments of power should be susceptible 
of adjustment on a basis of fairness to 
both nations and their nationals.

Some nations are justly famous for 
the arts, others for commerce, others 
for science and literature, while others 
fare in the front rank for general ma- 
terial progress. Cities and great capi- 
tals share the same honors according 
to their quota of contribution to the 
elevation of mankind. 

The great capitals of the older coun- 
tries have always been tne alma mater 
of the whole nation, not because of 
their official function but principally 
because they have been made the great 
centers of all that is highly representa- 
tive of the nation. When one men- 
tions France, England,-Germany, Italy, 
this mind immediately points to Paris, 
London, Berlin and Rome, and justly 
so, because those great capitals repre- 
sent the heart of their nations. But 
a sort of national indifference of the 
whole country, perhaps with a little 
local jealousy of the States, has pre- 
vented making Washington really tne 
great Federal Capital—not only the 
scientific but also the literary and ar- 
tistic center of the United States. 

Can it be rendered so? Decidedly 
yes. 

Who should do this? All of us. 

Throughout the country there are 
always public spirited citizens ready to 
do the right thing when they receive 
a little encouragement. To begin weil 
we should start where we are farthest 
behind, i. e., by applying adequate ed- 
ucation in each branch of art and do 
this effectively in the Capital. 

Nations and civilizations are judged 
by their level of art culture. Their 
decadence in art marks the beginning 
of their downfail—vide, Egypt, Greece, 
Rome and the darkness of the Mid- 
dle Ages. History teaches us that their 
renaissance is invariably heralded by 
the awakening of art culture. We need 
more than ever great art culture to 
counteract the baneful

What Will Coolidge Wear in Cuba. 


Speaking of men’s attire, there is in- 
terest exhibited in the problem of 
whether the President will adopt the 
linens and lighter clothing of the tropics 
when he arrives in Cuba.

In the,excitement, chairs were knocked 
over, and the bankers and banqueters made generally all round uncom- 
fortable. Brooks quietly slipped around the corner and notified the 
newspaper boys that there was a general riot in the cafe; that David 
Belasco was tearing up $100 bills to celebrate the great success of Mrs.

RICHARD BARTHELMESS 
IN EPIC OF THE TANKS 


OTION picture producers, glori- 
M fying almost every other branch 
of the American, Expeditionary 
Forces for their valiant service in the 
World War, seemed to have overlooked 
completely the work of the United 
States Tank Corps until First Na- 
tional, making a film of Rupert Hughes’ 
“The Patent Leather Kid,” starring 
Richard Barthelmess, gave to the Tank 
Corps a picture epic all its own. 

“The Patent Leather Kid,” which be- 
gins its local engagement at the Metro- 
politan Theater today, bases its wal 
sequences entirely upon the valor of 
the Tank Corps. The war scenes were 
made through the cooperation of the 
United States Army, 5,000 regulars 
from Camp Lewis, Washington, Oreg.. 
in command of Brig. Gen. Robert Alex- 
ander participating. 

Gen. Alexander, who joined the Army 

as @ private in 1886, and commanded 
the Forty-first and Seventy-seventh 
divisions of the A. E. F., gave whole- 
souled cooperation, and detailed his 
personal aid, Maj. John S. MacDonell, 
ak technical adviser to Director Alfred 
Santell! and Al Rockett in charge of 
the production management of the pic- 
ture. Maj. McDonnell was provost mar- 
shal under Gen. Liggett in France, 
and had 1,052,000 doughboys under his 
control. 
/ Seven weeks were consumed in the 
taking of the battle sequences for “The 
Patent Leather Kid,” with 600 civilians 
made up as the German army, Oppos- 
ing the American regulars. Fifty whip- 
pet tanks of the type actually used by 
the American forces in France, btelong- 
ing to the Third Tank Company, in 
command of Lieut. C. H. Krams, were 
used in the picture. 

Shooting off 6 tons of powder and a 
ton of dynamite without serious in- 
jury to any of -the nearly 6,000 men 
employed in the war sequences was the 
record established by Harry Redmond, 
who acted as chief powderman for the 
company. 

Redmond made up his own explo- 
sives, ted them and shot them with

In one 
scene alone Redmond is reputed to have 
directed the firing of 1,000 mines and 
aerial bombs in six minutes, without 
once forgetting where a single mine 
was located. He watched the move- 
ment of. the troops to see that none 
were too near the exploding mines, and 
at the same time fired the aerial bombs 
high over their heads. 

No dynamite was used In the area oc- 


background shots. Some of the back-~ 
ground explosions consumed eighteen 
sticks of dynamite and a keg of black 
powder. 

The directing of the battle scenes 
was really done before the battles 
started, there being. no way for Santell 
to direct 6,000 men in action once the 
scene was under way. It was not even 
possible to stop the scene In case any- 
thing went wrong. 

The scenes were first rehearsed care- 
fully, with each company of fighting 
men and each tank crew being in- 
structed as to their respective duties, 
Once the cameras started grinding, the 
signals were given by means. of colored 
flags, the human voice being inaudible 
in the heavy firing. Santell stood be- 
side his chief camera man, his assist- 
ants manning the flags and relaying his 
signals. He also cued the chief powder 
man for the firing of the explosives 

Ten cameras, hidden in the trenches, 
high up in trees and at other points 
of vantage, ground while the battle 
scenes were being taken. Even the 
camera men were dressed in uniforms, 
everybody on the set being thus dressed 
‘to lend verisimilitude to the scenes in 
case they accidentally got in the way 
of the lens of any of the ten cameres.

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Love that endured all the hard knocks of a tough-guy and a 
fighting kid who came back for more—love that great 
armies could not even move—love that came through when 
everything else failed—love that made a hero out of a 
coward—love that carried two unfortunate souls into a 
heaven of bliss. Truly a miracle of love. 
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SUALLY when the word “ 
ticated” is applied in describing 

a comedy it intends tu be merely 
@ polite way of saying that the comedy 
so designated is a bit off-color. To 
the average person the mental concept 
of a sophisticated play is that of the 
proverbial French farce, of intrigue 
among the sexes, 

It is then with a certain amount of 
unalloyed joy that I can state that in 
this wicked city of New York, this 
breeding house of such depravities as 
“Sex” and “The Virgin Man,” there re- 
sides a comedy which can best be pigeon- 
holed by the adjective “sophisticated,” 
and yet which contains not a single 
shady and. unless my ears deceived me, 
not a phrase at which the most Puritan 
of grandmothers could blush. Among 
the most refreshing entrants to this 
season is “The Royal Family,” playing 
at the Selwyn Theater. 

A few weeks ago, as you will re- 
member, Washington had the privilege 
of witnessing a delightful musical ver- 
sion of Miss Edna Ferber’s “Showboat.” 
It is this same lady who, abetted by 
the very good technician George 65. 
Kaufman, has given us the refreshing 
play I speak of. Though shriveled-up, 
pessimists who are forever deploring the 
depraved state of our drama should 
bathe a while in the gay sunshine of 
this delightful entertainment; for it 
is fair to say that the production—the 
acting, the direction of David Burton, 
and the one set by James Reynolds— 
has caught the tune of the authors 
and plays it capitally. The severe but 
perhaps none-the-less just critic will 
declare that neither the comedy nor 
the production ever reaches real great- 
ness; but while this may be true it is 
hardly fair to hunt for greatness when 
greatness is not the p pose which is 
striven after. Sit back, catch the fresh- 
ness of it, bathe in its sunshine and 
be not over bothered even if you are 
forced to admit (as I confess I must) 
that the very final scene doesn’t seem 
to be quite right.

“The Royal Family” is another at- 
tempt to depict stage people—which 
attempts are so in evidence nowadays 
that 1t is hardly possible to meet with 
an actor.in real life who is not pro- 
traying an actor on the stage. These 
plays that tell of stage life if bound 
together or produced on different 


_ nights by a repertory company would be | 


an entertaining and perhaps important 
analysis of the present day American 
theater. In “Broadway” we have the 
people of a night club, vaudevillians 
except that they are more dressed up— 
or perhaps rather less dressed—and 
play before a more sophisticated au- 
dience. In “The Shannons of Broad- 
way” we have vaudevillians pure and 
simplie—a team, and while the locale 
is not the stage proper, the atmosphere 
of the two-a-day houses pervades 
throughout. “The Spider” shows us 
back-stage of a vaudeville house, but 
does little to add to our knowledge of 
its people for it concerns itself chiefly 
with being a corking melodrama 
“Burlesque” introduces us to the cheap 
style of revue from which it derives its 
name and reveals the oft suspected fact 
that the people who play in such re- 
vues are as human—as passionate, as 
affectionate, as gentle—as either you 
orl. In all these plays you note a cer- 
tain sameness, a dealing in one way or 
another with the players of the lesser. 
the cheaper kind of theater. It re- 
mains (fortunately) to Mr. Kaufman 
and Miss Ferber to contribute to this 
repertory a description of the aristo- 
crats of the American stage.

wall and the spirit that flows in its 
blood of th. great Sir Aubrey Caven- 
dish. Fanny Cavendish, wife of this late 
illustrious actoi, while now a’ grand- 
mother approaching 80. holds to the 
traditions and while she has become a 
bit passe for New York, is a grand 
trouper with a vast country of warm 
admirers to play to Her daughter. 
Julie Cavendish, is the most beautiful, 
most respected and perhaps the most 
talented actress of today; while An- 
thony, Julle’s brother, erratic, vain and 
unreliable, is the much sought-after 
Don Juan of movies, stage and devotees 
of social and private intrigues. The 
talent is even passed on to the third 
generation, for Julie’s daughter, Gwen, 
inherits in her own whimsical and elf- 
like Way the family genius. There is 
also an Uncle Herbert and his wife, 
Kitty Dean, who hang on and try to 
reflect the light of the Cavendishes, 
though they lack any individual talent 
of their own. 

For reasons which in each case are 
reactions to the characteristics of each 
character, Julie finds herself in the 
position of supporting. advising, ad- 
monishing and helping her none-too- 
considerate relations. Being temper- 
amental herself she finds this managing 
often trying and is unaided except by 
the spiritual and pecuniary help of 
Oscar Wolfe, the manager, who has 
produced every preduction any member 
of the Cavendish family has appeared 
in since the days of Sir Aubrey Caven- 
dish’s prime.

The play has no very definite plot, 
for a new situation comes up as soon 
as an old one is finished—or Before, 
often,. for the situations play ‘ound 
each other with the gayness and light- 
ness of a Maypole dance. (That is, like 
one’s imagination of a Maypole dance!) 
The general theme is the bond that 
exists between the members of this 
royal family, which bond, however, does 
not prohibit moments of selfishness, of 
the desire that each one has to live an 
individual life. While tragedies of one 
sort or another enter in and play the 
pleasant game of tag with the more 
farcical situations the atmosphere is 
generally sustained. That is what 
makes it hard for me to believe that 
the grand old lady Fanny Cavendish 
should ever die at the end of the last 
act. We know that she will die, some- 
thing has told us that, it seems per- 
fectly right until at the very final cur- 
tain it actually takes place and then 
for some reason or another we become 
a little peeved at its actuality. This 
is not an impossible accomplishment 
for comedy—death of a leading charac- 
ter—as was proved when George Arliss 
did Galsworthy’s “Old English,” and we 
ieft the theater knowing that we would 
have been completely unsatisfied had 
the lovable old reprobate not passed 
away in front of our very eyes. It can 
be done and the note of comedy sus- 
tained: It is not quite done in “The 
Royal Family.” 

I would present the first laurel 
wreath to Haidee Wright, whose Fanny 
Cavendish is as good a thing as this 
excellent actress has ever given us. Her 
description of how she was married on 
the stage between shows to Sir Aubrey 
approaches that greatness we spoke of 
a® bit back. The second and third 
laurel wreaths would be big too and 
would go to Otto Kruger as Anthony 
and Jefferson De Angelis as Oscar 
Wolfe. Ann Andrews acts Julie agree- 
ably and with conviction, though she 
lacks the glamor that I would like to 
see in the first lady of the stage; a 
glamor which fades even more (as per- 
haps it should) in lovely Sylva Fields’ 
portrayal of the third generation. 

It is a grand show—a sophisticated 
comedy. And this time, or once in a 
biue moon, the term is used without 
the usual tag—“a bit off-color.”

E. M. Newman ts due here next Sune 
day afternoon. “Soviet Russia and Re- 
publican France” is the title of the se- 
ries of five traveltalks to be given at 
the National Theater on the five con- 
secutive Sunday afternoons, beginning 
January 22. The “journey” is divided 
as follows: “Moscow,” “River Volga: 
the Caucasus, the Crimea,” “Lenin- 
grad,” “Normandy. Erittenny. the Cha- 
teaux,” “Paris by Night: the Pyrenees, 
the French Alps.” 

Although the master traveler ob- 
tained credentials that were supposed 
to carry him through his 10,000-mile 
journey through Russia without hin- 
drance, and with 2very cooperation, it 
developed into a daily battle with the 
secret service, who, in spite of every- 
thing, questioned his right to take pic- 
tures, and obstacles were met at almost 
every step of the way.

CAUSES SURPRISE 


Opposed Continuation of 
Commission, Holding That 
Failed in Its Purpose. 


AREAS ARE CONGESTED, 
REPRESENTATIVE SAYS 


Believes There Should Have 
Been a Sourt Test to 
Meet Issues. 


Burprise was occasioned in official 
circles by the sharp criticisin made of 


the work of the Federai Radio Com- 
mission by Representative Wallace H. 
White, jr., Republican, of Maine, at the 
time he introduced his bill to continue 
it another year. 

“I do not favor the extension of the 
life of the commission because of satis- 
faction with its works but on the con- 
trary, I propose it because of the failure 


of the commission to carry out in +e ' 


portant respects the manifest interes 
of the 1927 radio act.’ 

Mr. White said admittedly there wer 
too many stations on the air when 
the commission took over the situation 
and that the law furnished the oppor- 
tunity and imposed the obligation to 
eliminate through a refusal to license 
all stations not contributing to the 
public need. Another provision re- 
quired such a distribution of power and 
time as would give effecient radio serv- 
ice throughout the entire country. 

“It has seemed to me that the com- 
mission has completely failed to meas- 
ure up to expectations in these particu- 
lars,” Mr. White commented more or 
less caustically. “It did not require ap- 
plicants to make an affirmative showing 
that the operation of their stations 
would serve the public interest but it 


automatically issued licenses under the |

“The result is that today there are 
substantially the same number of 
broadcasting stations as when the com- 
mission began its activities; there is the 
same utterly inexcusable concentration 
of stations in certain congested areas; 
there is the same absence of stations in 
many parts of the United States; and 
it seems to me that the fact itself of 
the issuance of a license under the new 
law makes it much more difficult now 
either to reduce the number of stations 
or to force a relocation of them tn less 
congested areas throughout the United 
States; and it seems to me that the 
fact itself of the issuance of a license 
under the new law makes it much more 
difficult now either to reduce the num- 
ber of stations or to force a relocation 
of them in less congested areas through- 
out the United States. 


Wanted Court Test. 


“Those who framed this 1927 law rec- 
Ognized that there were some trouble- 
some legal questions raised by the legis- 
lation. We could not be certain that 
there existed a right in the Congress or 
in the agengy of the Congress, to re- 
fuse a license and s0 to make illegal 
the operation of an existing station. 
We could not be sure that even if this 
right existed, that there not a 
right of compensation to the elimi- 
mated station. The law proceeded, 
however, following analogies sug- 
gested by decisions of the Supreme 
Court in cases of another character, on 
the theory that the power did not exist 
to keep stations off the air in proper 
circumstances, and that there was no 
right of compensation to the owner of 
such a station properly denicd a license. 

“It had been assumed by us that ac- 
tion by the commission in accordance 
with the intent of the law would in- 
evitably and promptly bring to the 
courts cases challenging the right of 
Congress and the commission in these 
respects and it seemed highly desirable 
that there should be a decision of these 
questions, for until we know definitely 
that Congress does have the power as- 
serted by the 1927 law, there can be no 
certainty that we have proceeded upon 
the right theory, no surety that the law 
in its entirely must not be re-framed. 

“It has been a great disappointment 
to me that these issues have been avoid- 
ed rather than met and that some of 
these legal questions have not been ad- 
judicated.”

'the World War and who later became 
ivice president and director of sales of 
ithe Rickenbacker Motor Co., has been 
closely allied with the development of 
‘internal combustion engines since the 
‘beginning of the automobile industry. 
His activities have covered automobile 
engineering laboratory research, speed- 
' way tests and aviation. 

In 1902, as a protege of Lee Frayer, 
president and general manager of the 
Frayer-Miller Motor Car Co., Columbus, 
Ohio, he joined the engineering de- 
partment of that company, one of the 
original manufacturers of air-cooled 
cars. Four years later he went with 
Mr. Fraver to the Columbus Buggy Co 
and directed the development work 
upon what became known as the Fire- 
stone Columbus automobile, 


Becomes Field Manager. 


In 19068, after the car 

production, he covered the entire 
United States, as a specialsit, instruct- 
ing distributors and dealers in the in- 
tricacies of an entirely new mechanism.

World Leadership Record in 1927 to Be Passed, Com- 
pany Says; New High Level Arranged for 
Service, Especially in South. 


Having achieved world leadership in 
automobile manufacturing in 1927 
with a yearly output nearly 2,000 units 
in excess of its program of a million 
cars, the Chevrolet Motor Co. has em- 
barkéd in 1928 upon the most ambi- 
tious production and sales plans in its 
entire sixteen years of existence, Aac- 
cording to W. S. Knudsen, president 
and general manager. 

Production for the year just ended 
totaled 1,001.834 units for a gain of 


more than 36 per cent over the 732,147 
cars and trucks built in 1926 and 93 
per cent over the 1925 production of 
519,060 units. 

The 1,000,000th car built in 1927 
rolled off the assembly lines at the 
Flint, Mich., plant December 30, with 
Cc. F. Barth, vice president in charge 
of manufacturing, at the wheel. The 
history making model was a sedan. It 
was prepared for immediate shipment 
so that, with more than 32,000 other

new models built In December, it might 
be available for prompt delivery to new 
car purchasers. 

Throughout 1927 factories were on 


peak production schedules, while month 
after month tentative schedulés had to 
be increased to meet the demand for 
the 1927 models. ! ) 

The year as a result was the most 
spectacular and most successful in 
Chevrolet history. 

Remarkable as were its 1927 achieve- 
ménts, however, the outlook for 1928 
looms even brighter, according to Mr 
Knudsen, who stated that while no 
definite production figure has been set 
for 1928, this year’s volume is certain 
to top by a comfortable margin the rec- 
ord high mark for 1927.

Aerial Photographer Makes 
Interesting Picture of the 
Vast Motor Plant. 


. A mind picture of the huge Detroit 
Plants which produce Dodge Brothers’ 
automobiles would be an ordinary resi- 
dence street pavement 22 feet wide 
and 54 miles long. This would be cov- 
ered with a roof, heated, lighted and 
filled with machinery, conveyors and 
men working on the production of these 
automotive products. 

The main Dodge Brothers’ plant cov- 
ers 218 acres. Sixty-five acres are oc- 
cupied by buildings having a floor 
area of 14 acres, or more than 6,000,000 
square feet. Recently another factory 
has been erected to take care of certain 
operations in the manufacture of Dodge 
Brothers’ six-cylinder cars. 

The coal bill is indicative of the 
immensity of the company’s activity. 
Records show that the winter's coal 
consumption runs on an average of 
900 tons a day. 

From the railroads’ main lines there 
are 23 side tracks leading into Dodge 
Brothers’ works to bring in the raw 
materials and to take out the finished 
automobiles. These tracks are located 
where the incoming materials can be 
best placed to enter the various produc- 
tion processes and where they are handy

Public Knows Little of Labo- 
ratory Disappointments 
During Experiments. 


EVOLUTION OF MOTOR 
TEDIOUS, HE DECLARES 


Transition From Noisy and 
Ugly Machines Was Grad- 
ual, He Asserts. 


By E. L. STRONG, 
President Buick Motor Co. 


Of all the visitors at the Automobile 
Show, few outside the industry spon- 
soring that exhibit appreciate the years 
of toll, of testing and of endless ex- 
perimentation which have made pos- 
sible, at prices, within the reach of all, 
these luxurious automobile creations of 
today. The automotive industry stands 
alone among all the multifarious indus- 
tries of the world, both in the extent 
of this experimenting and in such ag- 
gressive self-improvement. 

Motor cars of. today are literally 
built upon failures—not failures of the 
product itself, but failures of experl- 
mental material and designs of which 
the public has known little or nothing 
~—failures in the laboratory. Only the 
experimental men of our automobile 
manufacturing concerns can appreciate 
how aptly the phrase “construction by 
destroying” fits the long, tedious pro- 
ccss which has given us our motor 
cars. Automobile makers have had to 
maintain a constant and costly search 
for the new and better thing, while at 
the same time producing and market- 
ing the best of which they were ca- 
pable at the moment. All this has gone 
on behind the scenes 


Owners Are Entertained. 


The motor car is the largest piece of 
machinery customarily entrusted to 
untrained hands. The great majority 
of owners, while steadily learning more 
about the use of cars, are really un- 
trained in their operation or proper 
maintenance, and this fact hems in 
the manufacturer with problems rarely 
encountered by workers in other lines, 

The safety factor has to be considered 
very seriously—those details of design, 
material and workmanship which will 
best promote the welfare of the driver 
and the public. 

The transition from the noisy, un- 
certain, and by modern standards, ugly, 
vehicles of yesterday to the consum- 
mate elegance typified by cars of today 
has been very gradual. It was effected 
through the yearly model system, 
adopted by early manufacturers as a 
means of incorporating in their prod- 
uct the improvements suggested by 
experimenting. 

The public sees little of the process 
which has developed and still is de- 
veloping our motor cars. The work is 
not particularly spectacular, though 
some of its results are strikingly so. 

The physical laboratory is playing a 
more and more important part in 
motor car development, as is shown by 
the proving ground idea originated by 
General Motors a few years ago. A 
proving ground is a vast laboratory, 
established to determine, by actual 
physical tests, a product's precise capa- 
bilities. 

The proving ground offers the most 
complete experimental and testing fa- 
cilities ever devised. The fact that 
these facilities have already developed 
far beyond the limits originally con- 
ceived for them is some indication of 
the influence the proving ground has 
come to exert upon our motor cars. 


French Premier Says 


He Distrusts Phones 


Paris, Jan. 14 (A.P.).—Premier Poin- 
care doesn’t trust the telephone. He 
uses it rarely and never when secrecy 
is important. 

“I do not use it,” he 
in the chamber, 


said recently 
“because your political 
friends sometimes listen in on minis- 
ters’ calls.” replying to remarks by a 
hostile deputy. Poincare’s admission 
aroused a good deal of discussion be- 
cause one of the government's argu- 
ments in favor of the telephone monop- 
oly is that public operation guarantees 
secrecy. There was humor in the inci- 
dent because some months ago royal- 
ists got control of telephone lines from 
the minister of the interior and by 
impersoning the minister and his as- 
sistant over the telephone they caused 
Leon Daudet, royalist leader, to be 
released from prison.

English magazines devoting space to 
motor cars paid tribute to American- 
made automobiles in describing the ex- 
hibit of the Packard Motor Car Co.’s 


London distributors at the recent 
Olympia Exhibit in London, 

“While the problem of accessibility,” 
said the Field in its general description 
of the cars in the show, “for the pur- 
poses of test or repair annually Is 
claimed to have been greatly advanced, 
we can not say that we have been im- 
pressed with the evidence offered. 

“Actually what we have experienced 
is that greater reliability and lessened 


trouble and cares have reduced the 
need to effect these inspections, tests 
or repairs, but there still are many 
chassis details which the motor owner 


finds inconvenient for his purpose. 
Chassis lubrication, for instance. There 
are some elaborate automatic or semi- 
automatic systems in use, but what Is 
likely to give greater satisfaction and 
cost much less is a simple form of 
hand or foot operated single-point lu- 
bricating device such as is to be found 
on the Packard—one of the bést Ameri- 
can cars—and the Armstrong-Siddeley 
cars.”” 

“Handsome carriages of high power,” 
Says the Sketch, “are to be found on 
the stand devoted to Messrs. W. C. 
Gaunt Co. and Packard chassis with 
varieties of coachwork. The eight-cyl- 
inder Packard is quite an old friend 
of British motorists, known for its re- 
lability, smooth traveling and charac- 
teristic design, as well as having a side- 
valved engine that can produce high 
speed when required. As befits a high- 
class carriage which costs £1,650, the 
equipment includes two spare wheels 


‘and tires mounted on a special carrier 


bracket on each side of the bonnet. 
Packards have an automatic chassis- 
lubrication system, and this feature, 
which they introduced some years ago, 
is now being adopted by other manu- 
facturers of high-class carriages. One

It is estimated that in making one 
lap of the famous 2%%4-mile brick 
speedway at Indianapolis, which 
Marmon used in testing the new 68 
and the new 78 models, a car must 
pass over approximately 50,000 
joints or grooves between bricks, 

Such strenuous driving is said to 
cause, at a high rate of speed in a 
24-hour period, something like 13,- 
000,000 vibrations in the entire 
structure of an automobile. This 
enables engineers to determine the 
strength of various parts with a 
much greater degree of accuracy 
than in ordinary driving on high- 
ways or even on smooth race courses.

RIDING QUALITIES FINE 


A new Studebaker President, with a 
straight elght motor delivering 100- 
horsepower for speeds up to 80 miles 
an hour, has been announced at the 
New York automobile show by the 
Studebaker Corporation to head its line 
of custom cars for 1928. 

In the power and euperlative per- 
formance of its motor, the beauty of its 
body lines, and the luxury and com- 
pleteness of its appointments the Pres!- 
dent is one of the outstanding cars of 
the new automotive year. 


The new President reveals no trace of 
radical design. While the car is new 
from radiator to rear axle the engineers 
have followed only sound aud thorough- 
ly proved engineering practices. In do- 
ing so, they have produced a motor of 
great power and speed, and a chassis 
notable for easy handling, exceptionally 
fine riding qualities and roadability at 
all speeds. The President may be driven 
40 miles per hour even during its first 
500 miles. 

Six sedans and a limousine are offered 
—five and seven passenger sedans, five 
and seven passenger state sedans, fitted 
with six wire wheels and tires and many 
items of de luxe equipment, and a tate 
limousine, also with six wire wheels 
and tires. The state sedans may be had 
with either mohair or broadcloth up- 
holstery and in two-color combinations. 

All models are distinguished for their 
harmonious combination of gracefully 
rounded contours, with long, sweeping 
body lines emphasizing the low-hung 
frame and the abundance of speed and 
power under the hood. 

The familiar Studebaker radiator, 
somewhat narrower than before, 1s 
capped by the poised figure of Atalanta 
and flanked by big chromium-plated 
headlamps of special design. Full crown 
one-piece fenders have a distinctive 
flare in front and sweep back in a 
graceful curve.

SHELL FISH OF SEA 


BATTLE WITH RATS| 


Limpets Close Shells on Ro- 
dents That Venture Out 
at Low Tide. 


Donegal, Ireland, Jan. 14 (A.P.).—If 
the Pied Piper of Hamlin could only 
come to Donegal! He’d make a good 
war correspondent in the battle raging 
here between the limpets and the rats. 
Thus far the limpets have had by far 
the better of it, thousands of rats hav- 
ing fallen in the unequal struggle, to 
the great joy of all Donegalites. 

A limpet, for the benefit of those who 
have not taken a degree in zoology, is 
&@ small edible shellfish which sticks 
close to a rock. The armies of rats 
which infest the islands on the north- 
west coast off Donegal have been ad- 
venturing to the waterside in quest of 
food. 

When the tide recedes, the rats insert 
their noses under the partly raised 
shell of the limpet, hoping to make a 
meal off the edible fish. But the limpet 
is a wise bird—or fish. Exceedingly 
sensitive to the slightest touch, he— 
she or it-—instantly closes on its prey 
with a viselike grip. The rat is held 
tight, He stays put until the relentless 
encroachment of rising waters claims 
him, 


MECHANICAL SUBWAY 
CARRIES LONDON MAIL 


6-Mile Tube, Under Construc- 
tion Since 1913, Has Trains 
Without Engineers. 


London, Jan. 14 (A.P.).—London now 
has an all-mechanical subway, in 
which neither engineers, conductors 
nor brakemen appear. The trains run 
between the eastern district postoffice 
and the Paddington Station, and carry 
only mail. 

The subway has been in course of 
construction since 1913, is 6 miles 
long, 80 feet underneath the ground, 
and cost $7,500,000. 

The trains are controlled by operators 
above ground, who follow the course 
of the trains by diagrams on which 
lights give them the position of the 
engines. Forty-five tons of mail can 
be carried an hour tn each direction 
at @ speed of 35 miles an hour. The 
new subway is expected to save the 
postoffice $200,000 a year. During the 
war work was discontinued on the sub- 
way, and the tunnel was used for the 
storing of the most valuable of British 
Museum exhibits. .

Larger Sales Are Predicted as

Artificial Height Restrictions 
Declared Secondary by 
New York Builder. 


SHADOW BOXING SCORED 


“Light, not height, should be the 


chief concern of zoning law makers. 
hIt is not just how tall a building ts, 
that counts, but how bright; how clean 
or how dirty. A coating of soot Is 
worse than ten extra stories.” 

This was the declaration of Lee 
Thompson Smith, president of the 
Building Managers and Owners Associa- 
tion of New York, Inc., yesterday, com- 
mending the legislative commission for 


the contemplated raising of the build- 


ing height Hmit. 

“In devoting so much attention to 
artificial height restrictions,” said Mr. 
Smith, “New York has been prone to 
overlook the fundamentals for which 
they were intended, namely, conserva- 
tion of natural sunlight. Encourerge- 
ment of the use of bright facing ma- 
terials which will reflect sunlight and 
which can be readily cleaned, such as 
terra cotta, is more important for the 
health and comfort of the community 
than the smashing down of building 
heights to an arbitrary level. 

“Zoning laws are intended, of course, 
to protect air as well as light. The 
two purposes are inseparable. There is

Orders have been issued by the Navy 
Department directing withdrawal o. de- 
stroyer division 38 (Smith-Thompson, 
John D. Edwards, Whipple, Barker, 
Tracy, and Borie) from the European 


Station, and ordering those boats to re- 
port to the con ander of the scouting 
fleet at Guantanamo Bay Cuba, about 
February 15. 

Orders ~re about to issue transferring 
61x destroyers from the scouting fleet 
to servic’ with the aircraft squadrons 
of the battle fleet in the Pacific. Th? 
shifts of the destroyers ar.- being made 
as a part of the comprehensive plans 
for strengthening and developing the 
air forces with the battle fleet on a 
scale beyond that previously contem- 
plated. Those plans also include the 
assignment of the new aircraft-carrier 
Lexington, in addition to the new car- 
rier Saratoga, to the battle flee*. ‘This 
is a radical departure from th: previ- 
ously announced intention of assigning 
the Lexington as flagship of the aircrait 
squadrons of the scouting fleet in the 
Atlantic. 


Lexington to Go to the Pacific. 


The Lexington will proceed to the 
Pacific as soon as the ne ssary stores, 
fuel, equipment, etc., are obtsined. The 
Uv. S. Langley, which will be re- 
lieved by the Saratoga as flagship of the 
aircrafi, squadrons of the battle fleet, 
will remain with those squadrons. The 
U. 8. S. Wright will be retained as 
flagship of the aircraft squadrons of 
the scouting fleet, and she will not be 
transferred to the Asiatic Station as re- 
lief of U. S. S. Jason, as previously di- 
rected on the assumption that the Lex- 
ington would go to the scouting fleet. 

Upon leaving Boston Navy Yard the 
Lexington will have a short period at

Withdrawal of the destroyers from 
European waters is to be effected in 
order that six destroyers may be added 
to the battle fleet without diminishing 
the destroyer division of the scouting 
fieet.

Maj. Kelser Finds That Fly Is 
Responsible for Fatal 
Battle Disease. 


RINDERPEST VACCINE 
METHODS IMPROVED 


Elaborates Successful Treat- 
ment for Scourge Killing 
Army Horses. 


—— 


Certain far-reaching and beneficial 
discoveries have been made by Maj 
Raymond I. Kelser, of the Veterinary 
Corps, on duty with the medical re- 
search board at Manila. Working over 
a long period of time, but more espe- 
clally during the outbreak of surra at 
Fort William McKinley in the summer 
of 1926, Maj. Kelsey determined defi- 
nitely that the fly known as tabanus 
striatus is the chief insect involved in 
the transmission of surra, a fatal dis- 
ease of solipeds in the tropics. 

In making this discovery it was de- 
termined that the transmission was 
purely mechanical, and that no part of 
the life cycle of the trypanosome was 
passed in the fly. These findings are of 
especial importance, since the main 
carrier being known, it Is only neces- 
sary to avoid its breeding places and 
take all possible precautions to keep 
down the number of insects in order 


to reduce greatly the Incidence of the | 


disease. 
New Vaccine Methods. 


Another, and more important, 
covery of Maj. Kelser is a new 
quicker method of preparing a 
rinderpest vaccine. Ry 
methods several weeks were required 
for preparation, and then the product 
vas so uncertain and unstable that 
could be kept in stock only a short 
time. A laboratory procedure has been 
vorked out whereby rinderpest 
is prepared by the attenuation of the 
virus with chloroform in a few days, 
tests indicate that it 1s 
highly efficient and will keep for many 
under the usual conditions

SUBMARINE RIFLES 
USED IN NICARAGUA 


New Thompson Models Valu- 
able Against Bandits 
Lying in Ambush. 


Reports of the latest model Thomp- 
son submarine guns, recently adopted 
by the Marine Corps for use in Nica- 
ragua, indicate that these weapons are 
proving of great value. Many incidents 
have occurred where small detachments 
of marines have met dangerous ambush 
attacks from superior numbers of the 
enemy with telling effect by employ- 
ment of the new weapons. 

The light weight and terrific fire ef- 
fect of the Thompson guns at the 
shorter ranges make them particularly 
adapted to the type of jungle warfare 
now going on it: Nicaragua. As a re- 
sult, recent reinforcements to that 
country have been furnished additional 
numbers of Thompson guns, which 
greatly increase the fire power of the 
troops, and contracts for 50 of the guns 
were awarded by the Marine Corps to 
Auto-Ordnance’ Corporation on Janu- 
ary 6. 

Bids were opened early this month 
at Frankford Arsenal, Pa., for 17,750,000 
caliber .30 cartridges for the army. Pro- 
posals were submitted by four manu- 
facturers, as fc lows: Peters Cartridge 
Co., Cincinnati, $31,70 »er thousand, 
on 4,000,000 rounds; Western Cartridge 
Co., East Alton, I1l., $33.333 per thou- 
sand on 1,800,000, and $32 per thyusand 
on 2,200,000: Remington Arms Co., 
Bridgeport, Conn., $31.80 per thousand 
on 4,000,000, and Winchester Repeating 
Arms Co., New Haven, Conn., $33. per 
thousand. 

These prices average about $3 per 
thousand more than is being paid for 
the same type of ammunition under 
current contracts. This is assumed by 
the ordnance officials to be due to the 
provision of the circulars calling fc * the 
bids to the effect that 1,750,00. rounds 
would be allotted to national-match 
purposes on the basis of competitive 
tests of lots furnished b.’ the bidders. 

It is probable that all bids will be 
rejected and new proposals called for 
under simplified conditions not involv- 
ing nationfl-match requirements; and 
that, if the national matches are shot 
this year, {he ammunition therefor will

RE there any more new worlds to 
conquer? Any new explorers to 
claim their discovery? With so 

many expeditions out, traversing the 
wild and waste places of the world, is 
there danger of a coming shortage in 
places unknown and undiscovered? Is 
the flying age putting a crimp in the 
picturesque business of exploration? 

With these questions clamoring to be 
settled, a great and famous explorer 
was sought out for the answers. 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson was found in his 
New York apartment ready and willing 
to discuss the momentous matters. 

“We don’t so much need new worlds 
Lo conquer,’ he began, “‘as new publicity 
methods with which to conquer them.” 

Then, elaborating: “We also Need 
strong, silent men—with good press 
agents who are not so silent. This is 
the hero age. We have hero fliers and 
heroine fliers. And hero channel swim- 
mers. And now we need hero explor- 
ers—that is, unless explorers are to be- 
come as extinct as haircloth sofas and 
mutton-chop sleeves. We must have 
great, silent men—men who are too 
reticent to discuss their great discov- 
eries but who, as I said before, have 
glib-tongued press agents who are not 
so loath to talk. 


* ° * ° 
-y) geome press agents must have a talk- 


ing point. The modesty of his prin- 


cipal is the best talking point of a hero’s 
press agent, 

***Of course, Mr. Greenland would hate to 
have me tell you this, and I don’t think I’d 
print it if I were you. but the fact of the mat- 
ter is thus and so,’ the press agent could hint 
adroitly. And then spin a fine yarn, inject- 
ing at intervals the reminder that this prin- 
cipal was extremely modest and didn’t like to 
get into print.

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Dr. Jason Noble Pierce Presents 
Modern Pictures of an Entertain- 
ing Character and Explains His 
Theory of “Visual Evangelism” as 
Applied to the Church.

bb HURCH of the Motion Picture” bids 
| C. fair to be the popular appellation 
of President Coolidge’s church in 
Washington, historic First Congregational 
Church, if the plans of its pastor, Dr. Jason 
Noble Pierce, are carried out, And they are 
being carried -out. 

Dr. Pierce has installed in his church the 
best motion picture machines adaptable to it 
that money will buy. He is now on the film 
rialto purchasing the latest film releases for 
showing in his church. These films will be 
of the best character and type beheld today 
in the leading movie houses throughout the 
land. No fee, however, will be charged - by 
Dr. Pierce for his programs; a free will of- 
fering is to be the extent only of monetary 
returns. For it is not Dr. Pierce’s intention 
at all to enter into competition with the mo- 
tion picture theaters in the showing of films. 

“I do not think it is the function of the 
church to take over or enter the field of the 
theater,”’ said Dr. Pierce to the writer. The 
good theater is an ally of the church, not a 
competitor,” said he. “A church in a com- 
munity that can’t properly support a theater 
must help to provide the entertainment. But 
when & community is too small to justify 
special organizations to look after education, 
physical, social and artistic needs of the peo- 
ple it becomes the function of the church to 
see that they are given to the community. 
‘All things to all men,’ should be the church 
of Christ.” 

Dr, Pierce is of the belief that no other 
church in the country is doing what he has 
undertaken. For years, it is known--and 
who as a boy or girl has not attended them? 
—that church lectures have been given 
far and wide by motion pictures and stereop- 
ticon films and slides. But they elther show 
pictures of the Holy Land, Bible stories which 
are followed later by vocal sermons, or else 
they present some feature film which has 
strong moral teaching. No church has yet 
brought within its doors films of pure amuse- 
ment or entertainment type, without hint or 
suggestion of mora] truth teaching. Here 
Dr. Pierce steps out in front of the Christian 
ministry with a new and novel idea of serv- 
ing the public in his pastorate. ‘“‘Nor do I,” 
said he, in doing so lose sight of the spiritual 
mission of the church. That is taken care of 
by adding to my information film three more 
units of entertainment to my dally program 
as follows: 

“1. To inform the people of what is go- 
ing on in the world right now. 

“3. To make people intelligent concern- 
ing the world God has given us as a revela- 
tion of Himself.

66 DER the first of these purposes, to in- 
form the people of what fs going on in 
the world right now, we shall present the best 
news reels obtainable, fresh and carefully 
édited.

“Under the second purpose, to make the 
people intelligent concerning the world God 
has given us as a revelation of Himself, we 
shall present the best science, travel and edu- 
cational films, chosen with regard to their 
sSuggestiveness as to how God has been at 
work and is at work in the universe. 


' “Under the third purpose, to lead men to 
know God, we shall preach a sermon—only 
instead of being vocal it will be visual. There 
is a surprising amount of suggestive material 
already within reach, but we realize that our 
ereative ability will be taxed in this fleld. 
The immense labor which is involved is only 
equaled by the satisfaction and exhilaration 
which attend it. 

. “The final point, which deals with the ap- 
plication of the gospel, needs no amplifica- 
tion. Fortunately there is an abundance of 
material in this field.” 

- “Visual Evangelism,” Dr. Pierce calls his 
new undertaking. 

“In bringing visualization into the church,” 
said he, ‘“‘we are not changing the character 
of the church but adding to and enriching it 
the same as if we were putting in a pipe organ. 
As some music does not lend itself to the 
church so there are some pictures which do 
not. Music has been appropriated by the 
church, so there are some pictures which do 
better through its spiritually enriching and 
ennobling power; pictures also that man may 
be lifted upward to a revelation—to use a 
familiar expression—of the ‘fatherhood of 
God and brotherhood of man.’ 

“In adapting visualization to the church 
we are but marching with the times. Psychol- 
ogists tell us that 87 per cent of our knowl- 
edge comes to us through the eye, 11 per 
cent through the ear and the remaining 2 per 
cent through the other senses, It is then un- 
scientific for religion to rest its appeal to 
mankind on the 11 per cent receptive organ 
as against the 87 percentone. |

Christians 
ought to be informed through the radio as 
well as through other means; the motion pic- 
ture is one of the best means of presenting 
information.”

HE novel feature of Dr. Pierce’s under- 
taking is the absence of a vocal discourse. 
Everything “will be presented through the 
medium of the eye. No words will be spoken. 
In the popular parlance of the assembly, “‘the 
‘eyes’ have it.” After the first reels are 
shown and the time comes to present the 
lesson of the evening a series of “‘stills,’’ es- 
pecially prepared, will be run by Dr, Pierce. 
These pictures, for the most part, will be 
taken within the church and will bear out, in 
a short space of time, some truth from the 
Bible. ‘For instance,” said Dr, Pierce, ‘‘take 
the passage from St. John, ‘I am the true 
vine, and my Father is the husbandman;’ a 
still picture will be taken of one dressed in 
the costume of the biblical time standing at 
the altar, revealing first, the Bible, and later 
the passage from the Scripture. Following 


this will be run some film bearing out the 
teaching flashed on the screen from the Holy 
Book,” 

‘Tl expect great benefit and good to come 
from my programs,” said Dr. Pierce, when 
asked what would be, in his opinion, the re- 
action to them. “In the first place they will 
afford those who wish to keep abreast of the 
world and at the same time to be of service 
to the church an opportunity to fulfill their 
desire. Again, our presentations will afford 
rest, relaxation, amusement and a social hour 
within the church for others. The younger 
generation will be especially benefited by 
them—if they will come. And we are seek- 
ing to make them attractive and appealing 
to them. 

‘Reels will be changed semiweekly and I 
can not emphasize too greatly the. fact that 
every film shown will be a current news re- 


lease. T will purchase these on the film mar- 
ket alongside theatrical managers.” 

The First Congregational Church, popu- 
larly known throughout the Nation as Pres- 
ident Coolidge’s church because of the fact 
that the President and Mrs. Coolidge worship 
there, is one of the most historic churches in 
the city, although in point of time it is not as 
old as some of the other Washington churches, 
It was organized in 1865.

The terraced pile of 
masonry is the New 
York Medical Center, 
largest coordinated en- 
terprise in the history 
of medicine, where spe- 
cialty hospitals, clinics, 
schools and _ research 
laboratories will col- 
laborate in the study 
and treatment of every 
human ailment. 

Eleven metropolitan 
institutions, devoted to 
specialized branches of 
medical science, will 
move into the buildings 
within the next year, 
ready to pool their ex- 
tensive resources to a 
large extent in a gi- 
gantic attack on dis- 
ease. 

The keystone of the 
group is a 22-story 
structure, almost fin- 
ished, erected by Pres- 
byterian Hospital and 
the Columbia Univer- 
sity College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, the 
two institutions that es- 
tablished the center six 
years ago. This is the 
tallest hospital building 
in the world. Its base- 
line, augmented by many wings, measures half 
a mile, All its wards and private rooms have 
outside exposure. 


Other Units Included. 


The vast structure will also shelter the 
Sloane Hospital for Women, the Harkness 
Pavillion for private patients, the Squier Uro- 
logical Clinic, the New York Babies’ Hospital, 
the Vanderbilt Clinic and the Columbia Uni- 
versity School of Dental and Oral Surgery. 


Grouped around the central unit on the 20- 
acre plot will be the Neurological Institute, the 
New York State Psychiatric Institute and Hos- 
pital and the Presbyterian Hospital School of 
Nursing. As other institutions affiliate new 
buildings will be erected. Further construction 
already contemplated brings the ultimate cost 
of the center to $40,000,000. Its capacity when 
completed will be about 2,500 beds. 


Dr. C. Charles Burlingame, executive officer 
of the joint administrative board that is to 
direct the common destines of the center, says 
the concentration of resources represents an 
opportunity for “the complete intellectual uni- 
fying of scientific medicine in all its branches.” 

“The medical center movement is the latest 
step in the evolution of specialized medicine,” 
he explains.

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Between the Ticks of a Watch Racing Pi — 
Must Make Decisions Determining Whether 
They Shall Live or Die, Win or Lose—Some 
World-Famous Drivers Relate a Few of 
Their Fifth-Second Experiences 


By MYRON R. HUFF. 


HAT is a fifth of a second? 

The wink of an eyelid to 
the ordinary mortal. An 
infinitesimal particle of time, un- 
worthy of consideration in this teem- 
ing age of hurry and rush. 

But to an automobile racing driver! 
To him a fifth of a second is something 
vastly different. To the man hunched 
in the nacelle of the steel projectile 
thundering round a great speedway a 
fifth of a second is the precious frac- 
tion of time separatng him from re- 
nown and a rich purse, or the moment 
in which shall be decided life or death. 

Young Frank Lockhart’s feat of Oc. 
tober 10, 1927, in which he established 
a new world’s record of 144.2 miles an 
hour while qualifying for the Colum- 
bus Day classic on the Rockingham 
Speedway at Salem, N. H., affords a 
striking example of the value ot a 
fifth of a second. 

Lockhart’s time for a mile-and-a-quarter 
lap was 31.2 seconds. Suppos:. the next time 
a record ig shattered the pilot succeeds in 
turning a similar-sized race oval in 31 seconds 


flat. That’s exactly one-fifth of a second 
faster than Lockhart’s mount wheeled the 
boards. Do you knew what the speed would 
be in that case? One hundrec and forty-five 
and one-tenth miles per hour! That fifth of 
@ second would mean an added velocity of 
nine-tenths of a mile! 

The passing of the years has increased 
immeasurably the value of the split second. 
Only four years ago Harry Hartz spun the 
boards at Altoona, Pa., at a rate of 123.6 
miles per hour, turning a lap in 36 2-5 sec- 
onds. That velocity, in ratio to the time re- 
cently set by Lockhart at Salem, brings to 
mind the comparison of the turtle and the 
hare, yet Hartz established a world’s record 
by his lap. P 

The writer was eated with Fred J. Wag- 
ner, veteran race 3tarter, on a bench in front 
of the timer’s stand the afternoon Hartz 
accomplished his feat, As Hartz came wheel- 
ing into the pits Wagner shouted, “One 
twenty-three six, Harry! Congratulations!”’ 
Then ‘“‘Wag’’ extended a sunburned hand, in 
the palm of which reposed « shiny, new stop- 
watch. 

“There’s a mechanism foi you,” he said 
softly, admiringly. “The rewest device on 
the market-—built to record tenths of seconds 
Instead of the %d inethod o1 fifths. They 
never needed such a watch in the old days 
of motor racing; the fifth-second watch al- 
ways will be accurate enough for foot races 
and motorboats. But not with automobiles, 
son, not with automobiles, Today you’ve seen 
Harry Hartz shatter a wortd’s: record. How 
long do you suppose that mark of ‘Smiling 
Harry’s’ will stand? It will be forgotten a 
year from now.”

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William J. Scott, Former Enlisted

Remarkable Instrument Known 
as the Clariphone, and Presents It 
to the Service Which Aided Him 
in Making It Possible.

EEDS of self-sacrifice to give the 
Nation the best they have had 
in loyalty and the products of 

their ingenuity have marked the ca- 
reers of men of the United States Naval 
Service from the days of the old wooden 
men o’ war thht sailed the seven seas. 

Names of admirals and other officers 
have gone down in history for their 
bravery and sacrifice in battle. Others 
have gained distinction by giving to 
their country the products of fertile 
minds. Not all of the heroes of the 
Navy have been those who wore the 
gold stripes of admirals or officers of 
the line. In many instances men in the 
lesser posts have contributed their 
share to the constant advancement of 
the service. 

An official report has been made that a de- 
vice for the elimination of static from radio 
transmission, invented by an electrician in 
the service, has been tested and proven a 
success. Navy experts assert that the inven 
tion will bring about a remarkable advance 
ment in radio communication. 

The report shows that as a yvesult of thor- 
ough tests it had been determined that th 
device eliminated static from signals and that 
it repeatedly had demonstrated that 
signals had been read with it, reception of 
which had been impossible without it. The 
inventor is William J. Scott, former enlisted 
man and petty officer, and the device is known 
to radio experts as the clariphone. Scoit. 
who was in Washington when the report was

Often he 
must labor throughout the night to accom- 
plish this. In the tropics the ‘‘air’’ seldom is 
clear. Atmospheric disturbances farther 
north at times are bad especially during the 
so-called ‘‘static season,’’ which begins in the 
late spring and ends-in ¢he fall, but they 
rarely reach the magnitude of the static ex 
yerienced in the tropics. 

The Gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean Sea 
are perhaps the most frequented of all ‘‘static 
fields.”” They are of especial concern to the 
Navy Department on account of the large 
number of Government ships as well as of the 
Merchant Marine that constantly are navigat- 
ing them, which has made necessary the es- 
tablishment of numerous radio stations along 
the coast. The United Fruit Co., for example, 
maintains fourteen shore stations along the 
culf coast and in Central America. It has a 
fleet of 25 ships which sail through that 
static-infested area. 

The United States Navy maintains radio 
stations in the West Indies and Canal Zone. 
A high power station is operating at Balboa 
for| direct communication with Washington, 
but at times this communication temporarily 
is suspended because of the great volume of 
static at Balboa, which drowns out the signals 
from Washington, although the highest pow-

A REPORT by a board of radio engineers 
of the Navy soon after it was delivered 
contains this description of the Scott inven- 
Lion: 

“The clariphone is a departure from pre- 
vious types of static eliminating apparatus. 
It is constructed on the theory of sound wave 
distortion and elimination. The signal to be 
received is tuned in in the usual manner 
with standard receiving apparatus and the 
head phone leads are connected to in-put 
microphones which are installed in the 
sound tubes of the clariphone. The signal 
then. passes into the filtering chambers and 
all static and other extraneous noises not 
in resonance with the signal are absorbed 

‘ the filter tubes in the sound chamber. 

“The clariphone chambers are adjustable 
to a range of frequencies, but the best and 
quickest results are obtained by setting the 
sound chamber at a point about midway in 
the range and adjusting the incoming wave 
frequency to the clariphone ty means of the 
variable condenser in the driving circuit. 
The signals can then be read by acoustical 
head phones connected directly to the clari- 
phone or by means of head phones connected 
o the output michrophones. In the tests the 
latter appeared to give the best results. 

“In the tests no attempt was made to 
measure the strength of signals received, the 
tests being entirely comparative with the 
tandard equipment installed by the Navy 
Department, These tests consisted briefly in 
installing the clariphone in the spare receiv- 
ing booth and connecting it to the standard 
iB receiving equipment. Comparative tests 
vere then made on signals from our high- 
power stations, namely, San Francisco, San 
Diego, Balboa, San Juan and Honululu—com- 
parison being made between signals through 
the clariphone and signals cn the standard 
RB equipment. 

“As a result of these tests it has been de- 
ermined that the clariphone practically 
climinates static from the signal and in Many 
cases during the past two months signals 
have been read with the clariphone, recep- 
tion of which was impossible without it.’’

Bee this report on the invention 

was submitted more than two years ago, 
‘oOo carefully has it been guarded by the Navy 
Department it now is published for the first 
time, The tests just completed were begun 
by Navy engineers a few days before Christ- 
mas and were made to determine the value 
of improvements in the instrument and to 
experiment with it under different condi- 
tions. 

Two. practical demonstrations convinced 
Navy officers of the great value of the clari- 
phone and its performance on those occa- 
sions suggest the potential! possibilities of 
its use by the United States Government in 
great emergency, and particularly in time 
of war. In September, 1923, the world was 
appalled by the frightful logs of life in the 
earthquakes which overwhelmed Tokyo, 
Yokohama and other Japanese cities, The al- 
most complete cutting off of communication 
by cable and wireless added to the horror. 
It was five days before the State Depart- 
ment received a word from Cyrus E, Woods, 
Amberican Ambassador at Tokyo, and onls 
fragmentary reports reached the outside 
world. 

Navy men state that the first official re- 
port to any government was received at 
Washington through the Navy Department, 
when a message came from Admiral Philip 
Andrews, in command of the Asiatic Fleet, 
and that its reception was accomplished by 
use of the Scott invention.

YCOTT’S career reads more like a romance ot 

X the sea than the prosaic account of the 
life of petty officer, one of many thousands 
who go to make up the naval service of. the 
United States. He literally started life aboard 
ship, for he was born on an ocean liner en 
route from Liverpool to New York. It was 
on July 1, 1869, that he first saw the light 
of day through scurrying clouds of a heavy 
storm 500 miles out of Liverpool. He recently 
alluded to the fact that the ship was of United 
States registry and that he was born under 
the American flag. 

His father had been a manufacturer of 
musical instruments and it Was. this, he said, 
that had started him upon the path of the 
inventor. When 16 years of age he was sent to 
Berlin, where he studied acoustics and musical 
tones to equip himself for the manufacture of 
band instruments. For many years he followed 
this course of work in Paris, Italy and else- 
where abroad until his education along those 
lines had been completed. He intended to re- 
turn to the United States and engage in the 
manufacture of musical instruments. 
he enlisted in the Navy. 

From his early days in the service he made a 
study of delicate ship instruments with a view 
to improving them. Proceeding with his in- 
ventions, he met with many handicaps, as the 
Navy of that period was not the Navy it is 
today and men in the ranks were not permitted 
the privileges they now are allowed. A sea- 
man Was supposed to merge his identity in 
the mass and let the men on the bridge take 
care of all subjects that might require the use 
of originality.

Debussy is different; the new effects he 
achieved were logical, not thoughtless, as is 
much of what is being done today. He was 
a great artist.”’ 

Mechanical music, he believes; is merely 
noise, 

“It does not exist as art,’’ he explained. 
“Art, by its very nature, must pass to ex- 
istence through the human heart. Mechani- 
cal music is merely noise. And Honneger, 
when he imitates a locomotive! Although 
not perfectly a master of composition, there 
is greatness in his work. He is an artist. 
But he leaves art aside when he does that. 
To hear a locomotive I go to a railway 
station.”’ ; 

The French master hesitates at jazz, 

“Perhaps,’’ he said. “Dancing has always 
gone side by side with music, but jazz seems 
essentially lacking in distinction.” 

He puts Paul Dukas first of modern French 
composers.

Ten-Mile Iceberg in Magellan

Due to severe storms off Cape Horn, a num- 
ber of large icebergs were driven into the 
Straits of Magellan late last fall, says Popular 
Mechanics Magazine.

The Newfoundland 
deserved all the praise ( 
that then was given to |

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canny intelligence. He 
was a revelation to the 
English fanciers. His 
popularity .was helped 
hv the fame of Lord 
“sren’s Newfoundland, Boatswain, whose 
obituary epitaph nas become imrcortal, and 
above whose grave Byron had the verse 
carved: 


“To mark a friend’s remains these stones 
: arise. 
1 never had but one, and ..eie he lies.” 


A Suffolk gentleman, named Haldane, had 
two huge Newfoundland dogs which he taught 
to draw a cart as skillfully as could a team of 
horses. Says Taplin: 

‘“Bvery morning they were harnessed and 
properly affixed to a small vehicle on which 
was a box. They set «f to the baker’s, a mile 
away, who had a duplicate key to the box, 
auu put in it the hot rolls. The ‘og then 
went on to the postoffice for their master’s 
letters, and returned home with no driver 
and with no guide except their own intelli- 
sence, 

“One of the huge Newfoundlands, Ruthven, 
had a miraculous sense of smell and a genius 
for retrieving. His master used to boast of 
Ruthven’s mysterious -powers along these 
‘lines. One day while visiting a friend he met

a man who doubted that the dog could do 
the things attributed to him. 
‘*‘After much argument a test was decided 


upon and a wager was made as to Ruthven’s 


suceess in doing what his owner claimed he 
could do. Ruthven was put into a wagon and 
the wagon was driven to a lonely road, far 
distanty in a region wholly unfamiliar to the 
dog. 

“Then the Newfoundland was ordered to 
get out of the cart. His master took out a 
shilling and gave it to the dog to smell., The 
man lifted a corner of a large and heavy 
square rock at the edge of the road, and 
stuck the shilling under it. 


“He pointed the rock out to Ruthven. Then 
he made the dog get back into the cart. They 
drove back to the friend’s house. There the 
dog’s master commanded Ruthven to go back 


to the rock and find the shilling he had hidden 


under it, and to bring it back to him. 
‘“‘Kageriy the dog set out on his difficult 
mission. Strange though the region was to 
him, he did not hesitate, but galloped away 
in the direction whence the wagon had come. 
His master and his master’s friend and the 
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man Who had made the wager sat down to 
wait. 

“Hour after hour passed. Ruthven did not 
come back. The master began to worry, al- 
though he had implicit faith in his dog’s 
ability to win the bet. The man he had made 
the wager with began to grin’ in anticipation 
of winning it. No time limit had been set on 
Ruthven’s return. But every one except his 
master believed he had been unable to do the 
task assigned to him. 

“The group of men waited until long past 
midnight, and by that time all of them had 
decided that Ruthven’s master had lost his 
bet. Then, at four o’clock in the morning, 
there was a scurring of padded feet and a 
Violent scratching at the house door. 

“The men leaped up and flung open the 
door. In limped the great Newfoudland. 
From his mighty clenched jaws hung a pair 
of torn and bloodstained trousers, instead of 
the shilling he had been sent to retrieve. 

“The dog’s owner,” writes Taplin, “ex- 
amined this strange trophy and found in the 
pockets of the trousers a watch and some 
money. cing advertised, the mystery was 
unraveled. 

“For it had so happened that the dog, 
finding the stone too heavy for him to move 
it, had stayed by it, howling, until two horse- 
men riding past, attracted by the dog’s be- 
havior, stopped. 3 

“One, dismounting, moved the stone. 
Finding the shilling beneath it, he put the 
silver coin into his pocket and rode on, un- 
conscious that his discovery and the dog’s 
strange demeanor were in any way con- 
nected. 

‘For twenty miles, the dog kept with them, 
and he followed them into the hotel where 
they stopped for the night, remaining in the 
room Where they supped. Before they retired 
the dog followed the chambermaid into the 
bedchamber where they slept, and secreted 
himself under one of the two beds. 

“The travelers undressed and hung their 
breeches up on nails by their bedsides. The 
night being hot, their window was left open.” 

The chronicle goes on to tell how the New- 
foundland crept out of his hiding place as soon 
as the travelers were asleep and tugged at 
the trousers in which was the shilling he had 
been told to find. He tore the trousers, in 
the process of yanking them free from the 
nail, and cut his nose as well. 

Then, bounding through. the open window, 
he galloped at top speed, the trousers in his 
mouth, until he reached the house where his 
master was staying, Dashing into the pres- 
ence of the waiting group of men, he laid at 
his owner's feet the torn and stolen garments, 
the shilling safe in one of the pockets, 

‘As I said, this story has a fishy sound. But 
it passed current as true at the time, and 
there were a number of witnesses to it. So 
I venture to include it in this series of ‘‘Tales 
of Real Dogs.”’

while. Red squirrels are notorious 
meat eaters. They are persistent 
destroyers of young birds in the nest, 
They frequently steal the bait from 
the traps in the fur country. Gray 
squirrels sometimes kill young birds in the 
nest, but not to the extent that do the smaller 
reds. Occasionally both reds and grays will 
both catch and kill a fully grown small bird, 
but this does not happen often. 

In the case of this woodpecker it may be 
that the bird was injured when found by the 
squirrel. It may even be that the bird was 
dead when found. The evidence looks bad, 
but it is purely circumstantial. Refusing to 
feed the squirrels would not help the matter, 
but aggravate it. The already hungry squir- 
rels would be more hungry and therefore the 
more ready to attack the feathered folk. The 
best way to meet such a situation would be 
to put out more food especially for the squir- 
rels. It happens that ‘his past season in New 
England has been an unfortunate One for 
gray squirrels. In many sections the acorn 
crop has failed and: the squirrels have had 
little or no supplies for the winter. 


The Parrot and the Crows, 

A good story never dies and is always 
worth repeating. Here is one which, what- 
ever it may lack in authentic natural history, 
is nevertheless a good story. A New York 
man, so the story goes, owned a parrot, who 
each day was taken to the subway, where his 
master was employed as a ticket chopper. 
The parrot, perched on his master’s shoulder, 
would continually call out to the hurrying 


throng passing through the turnstile, “One 


at a time, gentlemen, please!”’ thus saving 
much wear on his master’s voice. Somehow 
the parrot became lost.

that they may have 
been sandpipers, inasmuch as I hawe found 
the Canadian guides frequently call sand- 
pipers ‘“‘snipe.’’ Here is the story: 

“Some years ago, early in June,” says he, 
“T was canoeing on the Vermillion River. 
Late one afternoon we came to a small island 
and decided to camp there for the night. The 
log drive was coming down on the north side 
of the island, where the current was swift. 
There the logs were traveling fairly fast. 
While eating supper I noticed several snipe 
standing on the logs as they glided down on 
the current. I asked my men—old trappers 
and rivermen—if they had ever seen birds act 
that way and they said they had not. 

“After supper I sent one man to the head 
of the island and had one remain. in the 
middle, while I went to the foot. We found 
that the birds alighted on the logs at the head 
of the island, faced downstream, and stood 
practically still until they reached the end of 
the swift current at the foot of the island. 
Then they returned to the head of the island 
and did it all over again. We changed places 
three times so that each could check the ac- 
tion of the birds at each of the three points, 
and we all agreed, They were not hunting 
for food. They kept up this joyriding until 
it became dark; Anyway, we called it joyrid- 
ing. What do you think?” 

I think that this is a mighty. interesting 
story. That some birds and animals are 
possessed of the spirit of play there is no 
question. The otter enjoys sliding quite as 
much as does any small boy. I know of no 
reason why these little birds of the waterside 
should not enjoy shooting the rapids. We 
do not begin to know what we should know 
about the play of birds and animals. The 
story reminds me of a crow that used to hold 
forth down near Nantasket Beach. This crow 
made a daily habit of dropping down on the 
roof of one of the cars of a certain passenger 
train and there riding to the end of the line 
at Hull. Afterward he would ride back.

This variety is protected by the 
government and made under specified condi- 
tions, says Popular Mechanics Magazine, 
Forty per cent of the 15,000,000 pounds pre- 
pared annually is exported. While much of 
the milk comes from Corsica, the enormous 
quantity of cheese is ripened in natural caves 
above the town of Roquefort. America takes 
most of the export and the best quality. 


Four-Day Atlantic Liners 
Promised by Test. 


Keels for ten passenger liners, the fastest 
ever built, will be laid in American shipyards 
next spring, if present plans are carried out, 
as the first step to link America and Europe 
with four-day passenger service, says Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. Even that record may 
he speeded up in good weather by using air- 
planes to reach the ships hundreds of miles at 
sea, and to leave them at equal distances from 
the coast. Each vessel is to be provided with 
a landing deck for airplanes. Plans for the 
high speed ships have been drawn and the 
hull model already tested in the towing basin 
at the Washington Navy Yard. The ten ships 
will cost $150,000,000.

An automatic slotted wing, which, without

in the hope of learning from those 
processes secrets which may ultimately 
serve man’s purpose in other fields, no- 
tably as a source of power.

The logic. of such research is simple. The 
Plants furnish and oil. Coal and oil 
furnish our Plants get their stored 
energy from the sun, How can we get energy 
from the sun in similar and larger quanti- 
ties? Plants also get their food from the air, 
and the chemistry of their 
brought about by sunlight. 

How can we direct that energy or control

It operates as well in winter as it does in 
summer, because the sun’s rays are stronger 
in winter than in summer, the earth being 
about 3,000 miles nearer the sun in January 
than in July, but, of course, the loss of heat 
by radiation is greater in winter. Such a 
system will not prove satisfactory in cloudy or 
murky weather when the sun is obscured, and 
therefore could not be used satisfactorily in 
certain sections of the United States, notably 
along the North Atlantic seaboard. 

It is nothing new for a man to try to get 
power from the sun’s heat; nature has been do- 
ing it for untold ages. John Ericsson spent a 
long time on work upon solar-power projects

The mirrors were rotated so as to focus the 
sun’s rays upon a horizontal tubular boiler,

Was one erected on Mount Wilson by 
Abbot a few years ago, which exceed- 
ingly satisfactory for cooking meats, bread 
and vegetables—-in fact, for every kind of 
cooking except frying. It was composed of 
mirrors of polished aluminum, rolled in para- 
bolic form, through the center of which ran 
a pipe connected with a tank filled with gas- 
engine cylinder oil of high boiling point. 

In the back of the oil tank next to the 
cottage in which the scientist was living was 
the oven arrangement.

Yet that is true because bamboo 
can claim to be the most versatile member of 
the famous grass family. Blue grass, quack 
grass, cat tails, vorn,*wheat, rice and sugar 
cane are brothers of bamboo. 
' While the height of 120 feet is attaimed by 
bamboo, that record has only been achieved by 
one of hundreds of species. Another bamboo 
growing in cold Hokkaido creeps over the 
ground, forming a reed-like, rank growing 
greensward. Another kind provides a decora- 
tive plant for Japanese homes. The usual 
barnyard and forest variety in Japan and 
China grows 40 to 60 feet high with a diameter 
of about 6 inches. 

Like the famous corn of Iowa one can almost 
hear it grow and one’ can certainly see it grow. 
There are reports of bamboo shooting up three 
feet in 24 hours. In 50 days it can grow 20 feet 
high.

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San Francisco, (A. 
P.).—The first cable 
car system in America 
is still in operation 
here, and despite the 
competition of electri- 
city and gasoline it is 
Carrying more passen- 
gers than in the “good 
old days” before the 
trolley and the automo- 
bile. 

The whirl and rum- 
ble of the cable in its 
narrow  subpavement 
chamber is to be heard 
now in only three cities 
of the United States— 
San Francisco, Seattle 
and Kansas City: Steep 
street grades in each 
case explain the sur- 


vival. 

“The automobile 
hasn’t hurt us much 
vet,” declares J. W. 
Harris, who rose from 
handy man to president 
of the California Street 
Railroad Co. In length 
of service he is the dean 
of street railway presi- 
dents. He has been 
connected with the car 
company since 1879. 

As the cable cars op- 
erate only where othe: foo 
cars can not run be- 
cause of steep grades, 
the efforts of his elec- 
tric competitors to lure 
m passengers away from 
the automobile by add- 
ing to the comfort and 
attractiveness of elec- 
tric street cars makes 
President Harris smile. 
The competition that 
drove the cable car from all except the pre- 
cipitate routes is now engaged in a struggle 
with the gas-propelled bus, while the cable 
car’s traffic is virtually fixed by the number 
of people living along its lines. 

here are about 27 miles of cable car track- 
age in San Francisco, with a maximum grade 
of 21 per cent. 

A. S. Hallidie, inventor of the “screw grip,” 
put the first car in operation on Clay street 
in 1874.

Shortly after the cable car made its debut in 
San Francisco the system was adopted in Chi- 
cago, and within a year or two they were op- 
erating in Washington and New York. Be- 
fore the cables could make great inroads on 
the horse-drawn street car the electric tram 
came along, and in several cities without steep 
hills the horse car outlived the cable. 
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From earliest times the iris has figured 
prominently in song and story, says Nature 
Magazine, of Washington.

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Contrary to popular 
conception, few alliga- 
tor farms raise the rep- 
tiles for their skins. 
Such hides would be 
worth their weight in 
gold because of tho 
long years of feeding 
required to rear a baby

plentifully when he is 
awake. Fresh ground 
meat is fed to the 
youngsters until they 
are a year or 2 old.

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“TESTS: EFFECT 


Fort Collins, Colo. 
(A.P.).—J ust why 
sakes, cookies, bread 
and other flour mix 
tures require different 
proportions of ingre- 
dients when baked in 
high altitudes than 
when baked nearer sea 
level has puzzled 
housewives and bakers 
for many years. 

Cakes that failed be- 
cause they were mixed 
by low altitude recipes 
have brought many 
frowns and perhaps an 
occasional tear to 
mountain housewives. 

To solve this puzzle 
a series of experiments 
are being completed by 
cookery experts at 
Colorado Agriculture 
College experiment sta- 
tion here. An altitude 
baking room in the 
form ofa large metal 
tank installed in one of 
the laboratories is 
being used in the ex- 
periments. It is equip- 
ped with a rotary 
blower driven by a 
variable speed motor 
by means of which 
pressures may be pro- 
duced in the tank cor- 
responding to the at- 
mospheric pressures at 
elevations ranging 
from 1,000 feet below 
to 15,000 feet above 
sea level. 

The tank, which is 7 
feet in diameter and 9 
feet high, contains an 
electric range, ice’ box 
and cupboards’ with 
sufficient space to al- 
low the worker to carry 
on baking tests while 
an attendant outside 
controls the pressure in 
the altitude room. 

Preliminary baking 
tests have been carried 
on at elevations of 
11,797, 7,700 and 
5.000 feet above sea 
level, allowing for only 
one variable—the alti- 
tude. The same tests 
were repeated at sea 
level by the workers. 

At the present time, 
Mrs. Marjorie Peter 
son, one of the investi- 
rators, says it is im- 
possible to forecast the 
exact results but she 
hopes to have definite 
recipes and conclusions 
to announce by next 
spring.

Maj. Huang thinks the flight he plans to 
make next May from Hong Kong, China, to 
Dallas, Tex., will be comparatively easy. He 
looks upon it, in fact, as the forerunner of an 
intercontinental commercial service. 

“Within five years airplanes will cross the 
Pacific and Atlantic Oceans in great num- 
bers,” Maj. Huang predicts. “The principal 
service of the commercial companies,” he 
added, “will consist of transporting passen- 
gers and mail. Our Hong Kong-to-Dallas 
undertaking will, we hope, be of assistance 
to those interested in the development of 
aviation. 

“It is my fondest desire that my friend of 
three years’ standing, Col, Lindbergh, might 
be in a position to accompany us on our flight. 
Col. Lindbergh’s presence would give our 
flight a-‘more pronounced international eaepect. 

“I feel sure that our goal of promating 
good will and aerial commerce will be 
achieved. Six men probably will man the 
ship. Included will be Capt. Theodore Ling, 
my countryman and close friend; Floyd Ben- 
nett, who made the flight over the North Pole 
with Commander Byrd, and‘ Harold Lynch, 
of Butte, Mont., Lindbergh’s old instructor.’’ 

The California manufacturers of Lind- 
bergh’s Spirit of St. Louis are putting the fin- 
ishing touches on a three-motored plane in 
which. Maj. Huang will brave the perils of the 
Pacific. Tokyo will be the first stop on his 
projected flight. The initial leg would be 
covered in approximately 24 hours. Thirty 
hours would be required for the jump from 
Tokyo to Midway Island and 15 hours more 
to reach Honolulu. Thence it will be a 24- 
hour flight to Dallas. The estimates wi!l be 
checked when representatives of Maj. Huang 
complete a two-month study of air currents 
along the route involved. Completion of 
numerous details, such as the amount of fuel 
to be carried and the speed to be expected, 
hinge upon the report ef the major’s investi- 
gators. 
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Maj. Huang converses with equal ease upon 
aviation, poetry, chewing gum, international 
relations, feminine pulchritude and litera- 
ture. He remarked that Americans ‘‘often 
inquire how we Chinese can eat with sticks. 
Well, we Chinese wonder how you Americans 
can eat with knives and forks without cutting 
your lips. You think Chinese eat nothing 
but chop suey. I never saw any chop suey 
until I came to America.” 

In addition to his three years’ experience 
as an aviator, Huang is a former officer of the 
Chinese army, a director of the Chinese mass 
education movement, former Chinese secre- 
tary of the Methodist Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, an adviser in the past of the Chinese 
good roads movement, once director and pro- 
moter of a drive for promotion of public 
health and a former delegate to the League 
of Nations. The man who traces his ancestry 
to Huang-Ti, *China’s first emperor, is an 
alumnus of Peking, Syracuse and Columbia 
Universities. 

Should his party be the first to fly from 
Hong Kong to Dallas it would receive $50,000 
offered by William E. Easterwood, of Dallas, 
and associates to promote aviation,

Do you know the name of the presiding of- 
ficer of the Senate and what other position he 
holds; and the name of the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives? 

It is part of good citizenship to know all 
these things. When you are older you will 
be able to judge just how near the men who 
hold these positions measure up to those who 
hold them in other years. You can learn much 
of the history of the United States just by 
reading of all the Chief Justices from the 
first to the present time; of the secretaries of 
the various departments and they part they 
have played in history. You will find a long 
list of familiar names of men who did their 
part on the battlefields and in the halls of 
Congress, and also in the executive and judi- 
ciary positions. 

The Government of the United States is 
your affair and it is your duty as future citi- 
zens to know just what it is doing and what 
it expects to do. You will not be able to judge 
the right and wrong of national and local 
issues unless you know something of the laws 
of the land and how they are carried out.

A two-sulter is a hand contain- 
ing five or more cards in each of two 
different suits; a strong two-suilter is 
one that contains strength in both of 
the long sults. 

The desire of the holder of a two- 
suiter is to let his partner know about 
it, so that the partner can choose be- 
tween the two sults. It is only in the 
exceptional hand, especially in the case 
of a Major two-suiter, that the suit 
which best fits with the partner's hand 
will not be the best declaration for the 
two hands. *

He could be practically assured that 
if he and his partner had the privilege 
of placing their hands on the table 
face up and consulting as to what dec- 
laration would be the best for the com- 
bined hands, the decision would be 
either Spades or Hearts, depending 
upon in which of the two suits the 
partner was the longer. Although the 
above hand holds three Aces, the 
chances are—even if the partner have 
strength in Clubs—that one of the Ma- 
jors will work better than No Trump. 
There is a remote possibility th&t the 
partner may be so long and strong in 
Diamonds, and so short in both Majors, 
that a Diamond contract would work 
better than either Major; but this 
chance is so remote that it does not 
deserve serious consideration. Con- 
sequently the last thing the holder of 
@ two-suiter desires to do is to select 
the trump himself, even when one of 
his suits is so much stronger than the 
other. 

To illustrate with an extreme exam- 
ple, suppose a Dealer should hold: 


I; Auction Bridge the expert, as he 


only four Hearts, so that would be a 
most desirable trump. When consider- 
ing what partner may have, there are 
innumerable possibilities, but there is 
one practical certinty, viz, the best 
results are to be obtained by naming 


as the trump the sult in which he is 
the longer. 

The’approved method of forcing the 
partner to select between two suits is 
to bid the higher-valued first and sub- 
sequently the lower-valued. In follow- 
ing this method, the bidder does not 
intimate that the first-named suit is 
the stronger; with any such two-suiter 
as five Spades headed by K-J-10 and 
five hearts headed by A-K-J, the 
Spades should be bid first. The im- 
portance of bidding the higher-valued 
suit first les in the fact that it en- 
ables the partner to select without in- 
creasing the size of the contract. Sup- 
pose the bidding be: Dealer one Spade, 
Second Hand pass, Third Hand pass, 
Fourth Hand two clubs, Dealer two 
Hearts, Second Hand pass; Third Hand 
then is in position to show whether he 
prefers Spades or Hearts. If he pre- 
fers Hearts he passes; if he prefer 
Spades he bids two Spades without in- 
creasing the commitment. The inter- 
vening adversary having passed, the 
bid of two Spades (the first suit named 
by the Dealer) would not be a raise 
for the Spades any more than a pass 
would be a raise for the Hearts (the 
second suit bid by the Dealer). The 
bid of two Spades would say, “I prefer 
Spades,” and the pass would fay, “I 
prefer Hearts.” 

It is most important for the holder 


of a two-suiter to obtain this expres- 


sion of preference from his partner, and 
if his pargner should be unable to show 
it at the first opportunity, the Dealer 
should continue bidding his lower- 
valued suit (having named his higher- 
valued first) until the partner does 
show it.

WASHINGTON AND BRATIANO. 


HERE was considerable resemblance 
between the cases of Bratiano, the 
recently deceased Roumanian 
prime minister, and that of George 
Washington. The parallel carries be- 
yond the immediate domain of discase. 
The Roumanian and his family were 
largely responsible for the position and 
security of Roumania, just as Washing-

ton played his part in the same phases 
of American life. The diagnosis of the 
disease, in both instances, provoked 
considerable disagreement among physi- 
clans not in attendance, and led to 
controversy in the papers at the time 
and afterward. 

The official diagnosis in Washington’s 
case was cynanche. It was contended 
by some he died from diphtheria; by 
others from pneumonia; while some said 
his doctors killed him. The disputation 
ag to the cause of death of Bratiano fol- 
lows almost the same lines. There 
should be no doubt as to what was the 
nature of Washington’s fatal disorder, 
and the probability is that the Rou- 
manian chief had the same disease. 

\ 

Cynanche was the name for the time 
of a disease the nature of which was 
recognized before Washington’s day. 
Under another name it persists. The 
name came from Edinburgh, the physi- 
clans of which school dominated the 
American medicine of the period. How- 
ever, the name can be found in the re- 
ports of vital statistics of Chicago 
practically 100 years after the death of 
Washington. It was a form of strep- 
tococcus sore throat, of which there are 
several. In the ordinary sore throat, the 
kind that causes white spots on the 
tonsils, streptococci are found. They 
are in these white patches, just as diph- 
theria bacilli are in the white mem- 
branes which characterize diphtheria. 


In quinsy the streptococci are deeper 
in the tissues. They cause abscesses in 
the tonsils, rather than patches on 
them. Sometimes these abscesses are 
so deep that they get into sheaths of 
muscles, whereupon they bore their 


.- Way up or down, deep in the tissues 


of the neck. 


Then there is a septic sore throat, 
also a disease due to streptococci, but 
one which is chronically quite differ- 
ent from either of the other two. 
Cynanche, Washington’s disease, was a 
form of streptococci sore throat. It 
probably was nearer the quinsy type 
than it was the follicular tonsillitis, or 
patch on the tonsils, type on the one 
hand or the septic sore throat type on 
the other. 

The newspaper evidence. indicates 
that the Roumanian prime minister 
had a septic sore throat which, in 
Washington’s time, would have been 
called cynanche. Some said he had 
diphtheria, but there was no _ bac- 
teriologic proof. Some even said his 
doctors were negligent.. Until we get a 
fuller equipment of antitoxins or some- 
thing of that order for the streptococci 
disorders, the doctors in attendance 
must occasionally come in for blame 
which they do not deserve.

OBLIGATORY HIRING 
OF ELDERLY PLANNED 


Social Reform Program Is 
Put Before Parliament 


of France. 


Paris, Jan. 14 (A.P.).—Obligatory em- 
ployment of old men is one of the s0o0- 
cial reforms before parliament. All em- 
ployers, under a plan proposed by Paul 
Canjole, member of the Seine depart- 
mental general council, would be re- 
quired to employ a small percentage of 
men between 50 and 60 years old. 

Gray hair, he says, is the worker’s 
greatest burden. “Only young men are 
wanted in this hurrying age of mass 
production. The older men often are 
quite as competent, and certainly their 
experience and dependability are worth 
something, but regardless of that,” he 
concluded, “society in some way must 
take care of the older men still able to 
give a good return for their wages.” 

A social insurance program that 
would include old-age pensions is ex- 
pected to be passed by parliament 
eventually, but it will be years before 
it could accumulate resources to relieve 
the present generation of middle-aged 
men.
